Miaa Brown has the distinction of 
havlHK been with the extension di- 
vision longer than any other mem- 
hsi When the work of that divis- 
ion was begun, in 1!)09, the force was 
compoaed of Dean J. II. Miller, in 
charge of agricultural and engineer- 
ing work, and Miss Brown, who had 
juat received her degree from K. 8. 
A. C, In charge, of home economics. 

One of Miss Urown's early pro- 
Jecta wus the Hoiiie Economics clubs 
tor girls. She began, through these 
organisations, the canning, cooking, 
and pcwing dulis, which have since 
been developed In a se|iarate depart- 
ment, under the supervision of the 
states relations service. Through 
her Klrls' Home KIconomlcs clubs, 
•Miss Brown was the first to pioneer 
in the movement for hot lunches In 
KttnssH schoola. 

Ry 1917, the work ot homo eco- 
nomics in extension had grown to 
large proportions, and eight Hpccial- 
isls, in domeatic aclcnce. domestic 
art. und home nuratng, were em- 
ployed under her supervision. 

The urgent need for Intelligent 
food con.servation. after the United 
Statea entered the war, mad« neces- 
sary the placing of emerKcncy home 
denionBtratloii experts In the larger 
cities und In county centers. The 
work In Kansas was naturally placed 
under MIbs. Brown's supervision. It 
grew rapidly, und required no much 
lime in the field, that in the full of 
IU1S the work wus divided, and Mrs. 
.Mary W. .McKarlane was given 
charge of the slate home economics 
speriallhts. and Miss Brown devoted 
her tlm<? to the organlintlon and 
supervision of county and city work 
under home demonstration agents. 
She has continued to develop that 
work on a permanent basis. 

.Miss Brown's title in her new po- 
Bition will Iw state home demonstra- 
tion uKent. Her duties will include 
the aupervlslon both ot local demon- j 
fitralton agents and statR siwclalisls ' 
In vsrIiMiK branches of home econom- 
ics.

When a v. ire grid is interposed between the filament and the 
plate and char^'cd positively, th; pint? is a'ded in drawing electrons 
acrpss; but wliva tlifi ^rid is chargeti negatively it drives l>ack tlic elec- 
trons. A^^ery small charge applied to tlie grid, as small as that re- 
ceived from a fecllc wireless wave, ia cnougli to vary tlie electron 
stream. 

So the grid in the tjhc cr.aViles a faint wireless impulse to control 
the very much grcttir amcrv.t cf enerny in the flow of electrons, and 
to radio si^nali; tea v.'crk tc be perceive J Ly otlicr means become per- 
ceptible by the cfTccts that they produce.

The chemistry department of the 
University of Utah has installed a 
lime clock for checking up on stu- 
dents who attend the laboratory 
classes. Last year lime slips were 
used by the students but it was found 
that these were frequently "padded" 
by students who did not wish to 
take up chemistry as a life vocation. 



Some Important investigational 
work regarding the tannin 
content of sorghum la being 
done by Prof, W. I,. L.atsbaw, of tbe 
department of chemistry. It ha^ 
long been ktiown that the seed of 
sweet sorghum, commonly known as 
cane, has a hitter taste which makes 
It unpalatable to livestock, and It. haa 
been supposed that this taste was 
due to tbe presence of tannin, a sub- 
stance found In oak burk and used In 
tanning leather. 

Recent experiments completed 
here and duplicated In the bureau of 
chemistry at Washington, D. C. how- 
ever, show the problem to be more 
complex than formerly supposed. The 
results seem to Indicate that factors 
other than tannin are related to the 
bitter taste and the dark color of the 
cane seed. Samples ot the 1920 crop 
have been eent to Washington and to 
the chemistry department here to be 
examined. The results of these tests 
will be of direct value to plant breed- 
ers, agronomists, and farmers. 

In this connection also. Dr. J. S. 
Hughes of the chemistry department 
iR doing some preliminary feeding 
work In which be is feeding tbo aor- 
Rbums to rats In order to obtain ac- 
cufate Information regarding tho 
graln'H palatnblllty and nutritive 
value.

A few of the d liferent 
canes treated snd tbe number ol such 
cases are 112 mnuenxa, 8 pneu- 
monia, 12 measles, 4 mumps, 1,014 
colds, 46 burns, most of which were 
from chemicals In the laboratorlsB, 
277 Injuries from cuts, one case of 
tuberculosis and 2*7 bolls. In ad- 
dition there were lOB persons vac- 
cinated for typhoid, 1 2 persons tor 
smallpox, and there wero 246 cold 
serum trcatmentH and 346 acme ser- 
um treatments given. This list does 
not represent the total number of 
cases treated hut Is only partially com- 
plete. 

The work of the department will 
he further facilitated by the comple- 
tion of tbe college hospital whlnti 
was remodeled this summer and 
equipped an well as many modern 
bospitula. I^Hl year treatment of 
contsRlous dlseaHeu cases was made 
harder by the fact that Lliere was no 
place where the patient could bo Iso- 
lated and ut the same time have 
every cunvontenco and the attention 
thai such a patient should have. 

DurlnK the last year the collego 
pliysicltiii with the help of one nurse 
had so much practice that this year 
It heeamc necessary to get addition- 
al help. This year the work will be 
hunilted by four people, another 
nurse and a stonographer having 
been added to the list of helpers.

weather. One Is the unameler wbtcb 
determines (be velocity ot the wind 
In miles. The wind machine shows 
the directions ot the wind at the var- 
ious times ut the day. The sunshine 
recorder shows Just what time the 
sun shines, and what Limes are 
cloudy. These are all electrical and 
register on drums connected with 
the apparatus.

ProtoBscir WaterhauRe Is parttciil- 
sriy interested In brtwdlnR eercalp 
for dtseane reststance, and baa spent 
some tlrae in the department ot .'ig- 
rtcutture at WaahinKton, at Harvard, 
at Cornel], and at the University of 
Minnesota. Ilia visit to Munhallan 
waa a direct result of the fuci. that 
about two years ago some 5*eed of 
Kanred wheat was sent to him which 
haa been planted to three Imporiuni 
wheat growtnK districts of Austru- 
11a, and In each of these diPtrlcis 
the crop has been entirely free 
from attacks of hluck stem riiBt and 
orange leaf rust. A rust resistant 
wheat meanB much to the people oi 
Australia because these diseases are 
ordinarily rather aevere on the com- 
mon wheats. 

Professor Waterhouse said that 
Kanred is not suitable for growing 
tn Australia becaut" it does not ma- 
ture early enou§;h under their eli- 
iQBtic conditions and uIhd because it 
has a weak straw as compared with 
the varieties now being coniiiionly 
grown thpre. Moat of the Australian 
wheats are soft, wt^ite grained, 
whereas Kanred Is a hO'rd red wheat. 
It ts believed, however, that Kanred 
will prove to be of great value aa a 
rust resistant parent to be used In 
crossing with the native Auatraltp.n 
varieties.

Dignity, like, most other things, is 
regulated by the occasion. There Is 
not one of Prot. O. H. Burns' stu- 
dents who would say that he is any- 
thing but one of the mnot dignified 
und well mannered young prolessnrs' 
on the faculty.

Tbe company agrees to start the 
men on a trial salary of 11 00 to 
tl26 per month, and tbe ones who 
are able to show the desired quall- 
llcattons will receive rapid advance- 
ments In salary, until the amount 
paid approaches the 13,000 per 
year mark. 

After a course at this college, In 
addition to previous training, K. S. 
A, C. students would be able to set 
tbe pace as rapid iidvuncers in this 
line ot work, believes P. D. Farrell, 
dean of agriculture. Any student 
wlui wishes to secure further Inform- 
ution concerning this opportunity 
may do so by conforriug with Uean 
Farrell.

being either directly or indirectly 
connected with the human race. There 
Is. however, one bell on the campus 
that comes into very close touch 
with cotlege lite. U hastens tbe 
dragging footsteps on tlielr way to 
school tn tbe morning, does tbe same 
thing atter the noon hour is eleven- 
twelfths over, and tells the Aggie 
boy that his cbapel date it waiting 
for him at the steps ot Falrcblld 
hall It is the old bell that hangs 
In Anderson.

It was 
only a few short months ago 
that the old bell tolled far into the 
night to warn the alumberlng Ag- 
gies that K. U. was about to tn- 
vade the campus. 

3o now, surrounfled by cobwebs 
3nd dust-covered rafters, the old bell 
still bangs In Anderson catling the 
Aggie student to classes Just at It 
called bis father and his father be- 
fore htm and doubtless will go on 
ringing out Kansas State's metaage 
to the world as time goes on.

"Everything is favorable for tbe 
passage ot the bill," says Dean Van 
Zlle, "although it Is not an assured 
thing. U is the duty of every stu- 
dent." continues Dean Van Zlle. "to 
write directly to his representative 
and to the home folks, urging each 
l» aid In securing dormitories at K. 
S. A. C." 

Wednesday, tbe bill, presented to 
the senate by the committee in 
charge passed the senate committee 
of the whole without a dissenting 
vote. 

The act provides tor the construc- 
tion , maintenance and operation of 
a dormitory tor tbe use ot women 
students at tbe University of Kansas, 
(he Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege, the Stale Normal, the State 
Manual Training Normal school, 
and tbe Fort Hays Normal school, 
unil for the Issuance of bonds to pro- 
vlile tuonev tor such" construction, 

A legislative committee of Ave 
women of the various state Institu- 
tions are slaying in Topeka encour- 
aging any step taken that will pro- 
vide for the construction of the dor- 
mitories at these various school^. 
There is an auxiliary of SO- Topeka 
women who are working with the 
legislative committee, Mrs. C. A. 
Kimball of 1011 Fremont street, a 
former Aggie student. Is represent- 
ing this section of tbe state In (he 
legislative committee. 

The dormitories will only be opened 
to women students. The dormitory at 
K. 3. A. C. will bouse 150 students. 

In securing money to construct 
dormitories bonds bearing S per cent 
interest, which will be payable semi- 
annually, will be Issued. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand Is the 
amount K. S. A, C, is asking for Its 
dormitory. The K. II. dormitory 
will be a (300,000 building. It will 
house 200 students.

The S. S. G. A. has resolved to announce publicly "all cases 
ot misconduct on the part of the students wblch shall have been 
proven," 

Undoubtedly, a number of flasraiit vIolationH of tbe standard 
of conduct which I he S. S. G. A. buH set at K. H. A, ('. have oc- 
curred aiicl It may be that the orKantzatloii. in desperation, haa 
adopted this drastic method of staniplitf; them out. 

We feel that the S. S. fi. A. Ik reaurrectlUK a form of punish- 
ment which was long ago dlHcardcd as incfTcctive and unfair, 
and which will never prove popular with the mass of students 
uor with the public. ThoHc few atudciits at whom the resolution 
is evidently aimed - Miose coiiflrnied violators who think little 
of breaking any or all laws of the Institution— to thtiae, this 
method of punishment will ineun notliluf^. They care not what 
the public thinks and therefore fear of pnblic disgrace will nev- 
er reform them. 

On the other hand. It would be unfair to place this stlj^ia 
on the student \vho is only human and in a moment of woaktiess 
yields to temptation. It hurts not only tbe studeut but reflects 
on the parents who have perhaps worked a lifetime to establish 
a name synonymous with honesty and IriteKrlty. Any one froir 
a small town knows bow the local circles will enjoy such a Juicy 
bit as the inlbllc disgrace of a native son. 

"Bawling out" an offender at the chapel program will be an 
ineffectual method of punishment at best, and we predict that It 
will not survive. If the student has done something really crim- 
inal or Is a persistent offender, he should most certainly be sus- 
pended. If he simply makes a mistake or misstep, be should be 
helped instead of publicly humiliated. This is in accordance 
with the decision handed down by the Greatest Judge.

"If we allow Austria and Germany 
to go down to ruin because of star- 
vation, this would mean the spread 
ot liolsbevtsm and we, too, would be 
dragged down," said Mrs. Sherwood 
Kildy. English woman traveler and 
missionary. In a World Porum ad- 
dress to the women of the college 
and of Manhattan, Friday afternoon. 
.Mrs. Eddy's subject was "Conditions 
In the World Today." 

The speaker told of the pltltul con- 
dition ot the 100,000 Ill-clad, hungry 
students in central Europe. She said 
thut many ot Ibem exist tor a day on 
a bowl ot soup, a cup of cocoa made 
ot water — for there is no milk — and 
two slices ot dry, black bread. After 
a day spent In an unhealed class 
roum. the students go borne, wbere 
as many as possible huddle In one 
room to keep warm and share tbe one 
Insufficient light. 

"Tbe students would work it Iher 
could get anything to do," said the 
Hpeaker, "but coal cannot be secur- 
ed to run the mills and factories, and 
none but tbe very rich, and there 
lire but few of them left, can af- 
ford to keep servants. The aver- 
uge servant gels 25 cents a month, 
and a teacher only 10 cents a day." 

In speaking of the Impoverished 
condlltona ot Austria, Mrs. ISddy 
Riid. "You may say that tbe Aus- 
trluns started tbe war and that they 
duserve to be punished. They may de- 
serve to suffer, but not that way, for 
it Is tbe women and children who are 
starving. It la Indeed tbe uiaughter of 
Ihe Irtnocenls." 

Tbe speaker then told of similar 
(■<mdltlonK which exist in Germany. 
.\rMienln, Knssta, and I'olaod. Sta- 
ilsiics of the PollMb Relief committee 
sbciw tliiit in Poland atone there have 
been (! "/i million persona die of ator- 
vutlon, and 1 1 million left without 
hnines. The people live In holes In 
rhe ground, and eat only what may 
l>e secured at the village food kitch- 
en. Shoes are no longer known. In 
crbinu whole fanUUeH are committing 
suicide rather than face Ibc dreaded 
future. 

"It iiilehi be better for them to 
die, bul would It be better tor us 
to let them die?" asked Mrs. Eddy. 
"When men and women can live 
thraugh such a nightmare and come 
out with eouts still white, and with 
tuith In God, we cannot afford to let 
them die. So tar we have been utter- 
ly Meltlsli, We. a Chrlrtian people. 
Iiiive Kat hurk and watched the 
slaughter of a slater fhrlstlun nu- 
lioii- The world Is watting to see 
anil will ]!UHS ladgmcnl on wbut 
wi; ilo now — what we give, or what 
we withhold."

The good points In vaccination are that It guards against 
taking the disease, which brings with it pain, weeks of quaran- ' * 
tine and later scars. If you have ever been vaccinated perhaps 
you will not take the diaease but to thoroughly guard against it 
and be Immune you should be vaccinated again. 

The college physician h^s an ample supply of smallpox vac- 
cine for the free use of the students. All that you have to do is 
to go and get a shot, A simple matter of a little inconvenience. 
It's a lot cheaper than life insurance, and the knowledge that you 
are shot will make your roommate feel a lot more comfortable — 
even if you do feel perfectly safe yourself.

"Photographing for Illustration 
work to magazine stories cannot be 
done BUCcesBfully with a camera 
hat Is Inadequate tor tbe work in 
and," said F. G. Colburn, head of 
t^wfl^ustrations department In an ad- 
dretii before the Journalism' seminar 
Monday afternpon. 

"Get a camera that Is large enough 
to do tbe work. It should not be 
amaller than 5 by 7. Give more at- 
tention to tbe advantages ot focus 
and slse tban*to the relatively unim- 
portant factors of speed. High speed 
eases are of value only occasion- 
ally." 

Mr. Colburn continued to give In- 
valuable hints to "cubs" who hope 
to write tor farm papers. He told 
something of the types and the uses 
f cameras and the value ot Ulustra- 
ions In stories ot all kinds. 

"In many instances a story re- 
jected by an editor has been sent 
back to blm with a tew good Illus- 
trations and the manuscript has been 
accepted," Mr. Colburn said. "You 
I who write for farm Journals will sell 
your stories more easily and at a 
I better price it you uae good lUustra 
'ttons in connection with them."

GROUP OF SOCIETY ORATORS IN LAST YEAR'S CONTEST 



To teach Btudents that musk 1b 
more perspiration tban Inspiration, 
that for every musical effect there 
ii a physical cause, and that njuBical 
Btudents may understand the phyei- 
cal basis of their art, a new course 
In the physics ot music Is being ol- 
Tered this semester by Professor B. 
V, Floyd of the department of phy- 
sics. 

Only Pew HchootN Have (tourKc 

To make physics a reqlilred sub- 
ject for music students 1b a depart- 
ure from the beaten trail In musical 
instruction. This departure has only 
been recently practiced among ad- 
vanced schools such as the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. The primary Idea 
In teaching this course la to help the 
student to understand the physical 
laws on which music Ih based. 

Great dlRiculty Is experienced In 
teaching so highly scientlflc a sub- 
ject as physics to students who have 
studied none of the higher mathe- 
matics, but Professor Floyd has over- 
come this handicap by working out a 
system of lectures and demonstra- 
tions which make clear the physical 
phenomena Involved In the human 
TOlc« and muiical Instruments. 
Dlfflrult t« (i<>cure> Apparatos 

Another hard problem tor the de- 
partment of physics to solve In con- 
nection with this course Is to secure 
..the apparatus needed for these dem- 
onstrations. This apiiaratus cannot 
be purchased on the open market so 
Mr. Floyd Is makinR It. At present 
• he Is engaged la making a spherical 
resonator which will reproduce the 
human voice. As soon as this Is com- 
pleted he plans to make n mechanical 
larynx, nasal and throat cavity. The 
department wishes also to secure a 
dissection of a human larynz, nose, 
and throat cavity, to use to demon- 
strate the functions of these organs 
In sound reproduction. Arrangements 
have been made with Dr, J. R, 
Mathews, nose and throat specialist, 
to demonstrate before the class the 
workings ol the vocal cords by means , 
ol the laryngoscope.

They were two well clreBsed littlp glrlB, and I noticed as they 
got on the street car that they had sweet, earnest little faces. 
They bad come I thought from the school nearby, but evidently 
they were not well acquainted. Certainly they were not Inti- 
mate friends, as Emmy Lou would have said. Primly they sat 
down in the scat In front of me. 

Then I heard one little girl say to her companion carefully, 
"What does your father do"? The other little girl replied "My 
father Is a banker. What does your father do?" The first little 
girl, much relieved. kuUI as coolly "My father Is a banker too." 
Then they began to talk. They were on common ground; their 
social standing waH asKured. 

Suddenly, what I had heard made me think of certain things 
on our college campus, certain things that are here which de- 
feat the aims of democracy. This certainly was one of them, 
this smug air of having the right social standing, this thing 
which even these. youngsters felt could unlock so many dooi^. 

We know we must throw aside these standards of wealth and 
position In our tnie Judging of our friends — but do we? We 
know that we should and that 1b often as far as we go. Somehow 
unconsciously we too often give the drst chance to the boy or 
girl whose father does the right thing In business. We per- 
haps over emphasize the family. 

We used to think, many of us, that the family could not he 
over emphasized. We were brought up to think that. But In our 
college we often see men and women students who do hot rest 
on family laurels developing marvelously, giving their family, 
which did not have their advantages good reason to be proud 
of them. We too are proud of these students. However, do we 
always realize their true worth? When we don't we fail and 
fall tremendously. Too often before we Judge we ask, "What 
docs their father do?" • 



EIGHT CENT HTOOIEH ARE WITHIN THK LAW 

Smoking may or may not have a harmful effect on students. 
We win leave It to the reformers to decide. Personally we have 
no quarrel with tobacco, tn fact we occasloually relish the feel- 
ing of prosperity that comes from inhaling tlu- fragrant fuiues of 
a near-Ferfecto, and when economic pressure hangs heavy on 
us we are not above enjoying th<> acrid flavor of Union Ijeader 
or Old Style teased from a "Missouri inetTschaum." 

But however sinful and Injurious it nuiy be to smoke a pipe 
or cigar or to "eat liorseshoe." the user of these forms of tobacco 
is still within the law. The cigarette, on the other hand, has 
been outlawed lu this state. A visitor coming down Manhattan 
avenue on one of these Ideal mornings Just before |he first hour 
period, and noting the number of students indulging In a morn- 
ing "piir* on the way to scliool, would likely conclude that he 
had been mistaken regarding the existence tif a cigarette law 
In Kansas, and later, seeing the deposit or cigarette butts at 
each of the campus entrances, his conclusion would change to 
conviction. 

We are neither denouncing nor defending the "pill." We 
are merely pointing out that It has been relegated to the list of 
undesirables along with highballs, prize lights, and Anarchists. 
It has been done through the law and the law Is the voice of the 
people and the foundation of our government. The real Ameri- 
can citizen abides by the derision of the majority no matter how 
distasteful to him the dtK^islon may be. 

So lay them away, the "roll your own" and the "tailor 
made." And you students who were taught to enjoy them over- 
seas and in the camps, prove your patriotism once again by sub- 
stituting for the comforting, friendly, satisfying aroma of the 
"Camel," the less fragant fumes of the French briar and the 8- 
cent stogies. They are still within the law.

Italy must sell to the coun' 
tries along the Mediterranean In or- 
der to buy of America tbe food stuffs 
and machinery needed.

"WE'RE GOI^'a TO FIGHT," H.tVH JARIUNE 

Right at the very time when the work of the Agricul- 
tural college Is especially needed to meet the abnormal 
farming situation, the college flnds itself dealt the hard- 
est blow In a dozen years. We And ourselves apparently 
without friends In the ways and means committee ot 
the Kansas senate. It is Impossible to see It otherwise tn 
the face ol the recommendations made Saturday which 
gave the University ot Kansas 11.400,000 for buildings 
and land. 9S per cent ot what that institution asked, and 
cut the college down to 1290,000, 40 per cent of what 
it asked for the same purposes. 

We do not begrudge the university its appropriation. 
The university and the chancellor have had nothing to do 
with this unequal recommendation. The institutions 
went In together in support of the appropriations asked 
and we are confident of the unlvcrsity'H support in the 
tight to restore the appropriation that we need. It will 
agree, and we are sure the iieople ot the state wilt agree, 
that If Kansas is rich enough to give the university 1 1^ 
million dollars for buildings and land in the next two 
years — and it Is — It Is rich enough to jslve us our build- 
ings, including the addition to the agricultural building 
for which we asked. The senate wayH and means com- 
mittee has cut out this building, the very building which 
is needed for the betterment of Kansas farming. It is a 
direct slap at the farming interests of the state. 

The board of administration and the business mana- 
ger, upon the advice ot the president of each Institution, 
recommended to the legislature tiie minimum require- 
ments of the institution. Undoul)ledly the board and 
liutilness manager recommended what seemed to them 
wise and Just. What is back dt the tight being made on 
this institution? Why should a committee accept In one 
case practically tbt! whole recommendations ot the board 
and in the.other case reject a major portion ot the rec- 
ommendations of the same board? 

If the students of thlx Instiluttun ItellcVe In the col- 
lege and feel that its work should not be hampered by 
unfair appropriations, now Is their chance to help out. 
The college needs thetv help. 1 would urge every student 
to write toQay to his parents, tell tbem what the situation 
la and ask them to write to their senator and their mem- 
ber nf the Kansas house. Let im show the legislature that 
the farm people ot Kansas will not stand tor this direct 
attack on the agricultural work of their college. — W. M. 
Jurdlne.

"The Aggies figlit! The Aggies fight!" that which Ib heard 
on the football field will soon be heard in the senate, for Presi- 
dent W. M. Jardlne says we will light the senate's recommenda- 
tions for the appropriation bill. 

The committee cut out of the University building and land 
budget less than 5 per cent. The Agricultural college appropria- 
tion for buildings and land was cut more than 60 per cent. The 
agricultural college is probably one of the beet investments the 
state makes. 

The new wing for the Ag. building, estimated cost, $384,000, 
and the $75,000 addition to the auditorium, which is necessary 
for the growing oiuKic department, have been cut out in order 
that K. U. may have its $1,500,000 appropriation. The University 
needs her appropriation, but not any more than does K. S. A. C, 
need hers. 

Here is an opportunity for every loyal Aggie to show his 
fight. This Is a rare privilege for us as A^ie students to do 
our share in landing this sorely needed appropriation for our 
alma mater. The appropriation which we need most is the one 
for the new wing ef the Ag. building, which would temporarily, 
at least, relieve the present crowded condition which exists in 
the class rooms and laboratories over the campus. 

Write home. Write to your senator and representative. Let 
them know what conditions here actually are. Inform yourself 
and then tell your servants down at Topeka something of the 
many millions of dollars worth of service K. S. A. C. renders the 
citizens of Kansas each year. Show them how it is a paying 
proposition In dollars and cents to keep this institution up to 
standard. Point out the folly of throwing a stumbling block in 
its progress by curbing Its appropriation. 



<:Hm»HINO YOrR COLLEGE COURHE 

The average age of a college graduate is 22 years. Accord- 
ing to the figures of life expectation the average college graduate 
spends one third of hti life In preparation and In obtaining a 
higher education. Until graduation, to be exact, the student 
actually spends 12 per cent of his life going to college. After 
graduation the average man should expect to live about 42 years 
longer. During thlK period the next 20 years after graduation 
are likely to be the years of the most productivity. 

Right along with this information ariaeB the question, "what 
course should I take while in college?!' About the easiest way 
to decide this question Is to look forward a little to a probable 
life work. As a rule a man should decide his life work accord- 
ing to what will give him the most satisfaction. This satisfac- 
tion, however, changes with age. The minimum requirement of 
the college graduate Is self support. Therefore, an occupation 
or life work uhouUl be chosen that will provide the necessities of 
life and at the name time give satisfaction. In the majority of 
instanced service tends to give the greatest amount of satisfac- 
tion. 

Service may be extended In many different ways. The agri- 
culturist who Is assisting in the production of food products Is 
rendering a service to society and the country. The engineer 
who is building the railroads and highways of the nation Is 
rendering a service vital to all means of transportation. The 
teacher is promoting the services of education and ever Increas- 
ing the cultural stantlards of society, The student of domestic 
science is securing a knowledge of life that Is indispensable to 
the best service of the present day woman. In every case the 
final result of the college course and the life work is service. 
Then, the college graduate should have prepared himself so that 
the beet possible advancement and achievement can be attained 
and the greatest possible service rendered during the 42 
years left after graduation. — E. D. M.

Students, has it ever been brought to your nttentton that out 
of a population of over ftl5,000,0ou people in the United States 
there are only about 350,000 men and women attending colleges? 
Of this number there are 20,000 studying agriculture, or one out 
of every five or six thousand population. This fact is not only 
true In agriculture but it is also true in other coumee offered in 
the colleges. Engineering, domestic science, veterinary medi- 
cine, and general science couraes will present still as startling 
flgure.H. 

Now remember that the cost of Vunnlng K. S. A. C. is about 
$1,000,000,000 per year aiul our average attendance is about 
3,000 Hludeiils. It costs the state and national government 
about $2r)0 per year for each student, or In other words it re- 
quires $1,000 to graduate every student from the Institution. Be- 
sides this cost, It costs the student personally $1 for every class. 

Think of the small number of people who attend college and 
then upon the money required to obtain a higher education, and 
finally bring yourself into the situation. Aren't you fortunate 
in being here and having the advantages of which the multitude 
of people are tleprlved? Why should the college trained man or 
woman not be a leader and a giver of service after having the 
opportunity and such un amount of money expended upon him? 
The government feelH the money well spent and is glad to be 
able to spend it for these educational advantages. We as stu- 
dents then, should do our utmost to take advantage of the op- 
portunity while it is in our power. College training is a treasure 
which the modern hold-up cannot get upon demand.

"The fundamental purpose of ag- 
riculture Is not au Industrial one. 
but a social one, to supply food and 
clothing for human beings," said P., 
n. Farrcll, deun ot the division ot 
aKriculture, who spoke to the stud- 
ents ot Industrial Journalism last 
week on "The Indispensabllity of Ag- 
grleulutre. ' This was tbe first of a 
series of lectures that Dean Farrell 
Ih going (o give to the journalism 
Hi u dents. 

"Agriculture Is Inseparable from 
country life," continued the speaker, 
"ttie best products of agriculture are 
the boys and girls who grow up to 
be good cltiiens, Agriculture has no 
greater contribution to society than 
the citizens grown hy the farmers In 
(he rural communities." 

As a political factor, the agricul- 
tural population is conservative, ac- 
cording to Dean FarMl. "The farm- 
era refuse to change In a revolu- 
tionary way." he eatd. "The change 
Is quiet and Imperceptible, because 
It the farmer owna his land, he has 
more to lose through an unwise 
change than has the man who owns 
no land. The agricultural popula- 
tion Is a stahlllzing element politi- 
cally In our society. 

"Many great civil and military rev- 
olutions have resulted directly or In- 
directly from unsatisfactory condi- 
tions affecting agrlcutture. The pres- 
ent plight of Russia might have been 
avoided IT she had a land system 
satisfactory to her people on the 
land. The unsettled conditions In 
Mexico are largely due to the land 
question. In Mexico and in parts of 
California there etUl exists the old 
Spanish system of holding the land 
in large estates. 

"We need have no fear of Bolshe- 
vism ae long as our agricultural pop- 
ulation is well satisfied, because It 
will bull-headedly resist any change."

O. W. Morcan, agrlculturatUt In 
the once ot dry land agriculture, 
bureau ot plant industry, U. S. D. 
A., ipgnt two days at the cpllege last 
week with tacalty members In the 
d Iris) on ot agriculture. 

Mr. Horgan ie superintendent of 
the experiment station at Havre, 
Mont. The Havre station la coopera- 
tive and is Jointly supported by the 
tederal department and the Montana^ 
Agricultural college of which Mr. 
Morgan iB^a graduate. According to 
th^vlsltor^tie problems of crop pro- 
duction at tbe Havre sub-etatton are 
In some ways similar to those in 
wetter^ Kansas. Difficulty in getting 
stands of winter wheat Is sometimes 
experidpced, due to lack of moisture. 
Sunflowers bare become quite an 
impor^t crop in Montana during 
tbe last tew years, and the experi-

"The addition to tbe uKrlcuttural 
building la essential. It will accom- 
modate the dairy tiusfaandry depart- 
ment, tbe meat laboratory, the agrt- 
cuiturai economics dei>artm«nt, and 
other departments, and will provide 
needed claaaroom and laboratory 
8[>ace. We are asking for thla addi- 
tion In the name of the farmers of 
Kansas. 

"We do not desire to reduce any 
univerBlty appropriations. It needs 
the buildings It asks for. We are 
fighting fairly, and 1 urge every Ag- 
gie man and woman to stand for ade- 
quate appropriations for every Kan- 
aaa Institution." 



The Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege will get the addition to Its ag- 
ricultural building, as well as tbe 
veterinary clinic building, the addi- 
tion to Kedzie ball, and tbe purchase 
of a considerable acreage of land; ac- 
cording to tbe revised report of the 
senate ways and means commlttoe 
and the report of tbe bouse ways and 
means committee. 

Thr<s? Bu tiding i'rojccts 
According to both reports, 1100,- 
000 will be given for the veterinary 
clinic building. The house allowed 
1300,000 tor the addition to the ag- 
ricultural building, the senate com- 
mittee f 27 5,000. The house com- 
' mlttee allowance for the addition to 
Kedile hall, bousing the cafeteria 
and tbe printing plant, Is f ISO, 000, 
while the senate committee allowance 
is 1125,000. On land tbe senate al- 
lowed more than tbe bouse, 166,000 
as against tG2,000, 

The original bill reported by the 
senate committee Saturday evening 
omitted any provision for enlarging 
the agricultural building. This 
aroused strongly tbe Aggie alumni 
and other friends of agriculture In 
Kansas, and under the leadership ot 
p President Jardlne such strong repre- 
' sen tat Ions were made as to the need 
for the building that It was yesterday 
restored by the committee to the 
budget, tbougb the amount is some- 
what less than was asked by the in- 
stitution. 

* 
I'ommiltpe RkIncn riKure^ 

Wednesday evening PrimUent Jfir- 
dlne appeared before tbe hovee ways 
and means conimitlo*! nnri presented 
so effectively the needs ot t'jn college 
that the figures presented In tbe sen- 
ate bill were substantially increased. 

In addition to tbe changes in the 
figures tor buildings tbe bouse com- 
mittee allowed 1700,000 a year tor 
salaries, which la somewhat more 
than the present payroll and consid- 
erably more than was allowed by tbe 
senate. The house also boosted the 
maintenance figures from 1278,000 
to 1300,000, and the appropriations 
tor repairs from 150,000 to 1 60, 000. 

Support* RoaedaU- Hospital 

President Jardlne and Dr. E. T. 
Undley, chancellor of tbe University 
ot Kansas, both appeared before tbe 
house committee Wednoadaj" evening 
to point out to tbe committee tUn im- 
portance to education and the gener- 
al welfare of the state of adequate 
support for both of the big Institu- 
tions. President Jardlne put In a 
^\\ strong plea for the University Medi- 
' cal School hospital at Rosedale, es 
well as for agrlcultare. He said: 

"There are two things especially I 
cannot urge too strongly upon this 
committee. They are the proper care 
and recognition of agriculture and ot 
the Rosedale hospital." 

As a result ot President Jaidlne's 
and Chancellor LIndleys efforts both 
the committee of tbe house and sen- 
ate have included tbe tlu.iedale bos- 
pttal In the budget ot atiproprlilions. 

rolleup SetKled \ow 
■ President W. M, Jardlne gave a 
clear presentation of tbe situation. 

"It there has ever been a tlm» 
wben the agricultural college wa* 
needed in the state, it Is now," said 
(he president. "Look at what the in- 
stitution has done in merely one field 
— destruction of harmful Insects. If 
tbe college had not distributed mil- 
lions of pounds of grasshopper 
polsoD, grasshoppers would now be 
beginning the destruction of Kansas 
crops. LooAt what has been done 
in controlling chinch bugs and Hes- 
sian flies, look at the Introdoctlon ot 
Kanred wlfeat, look at any of the 
hundreds ot achievements of the ag- 
ricultural college. 

"With agriculture In Its prea«nt 
criticaV.sitnatlon, thla la the time 
when tiie college can do most for the 
farmers ot the statt.

February, 1921, broke Kansas 
State Agricultural college weather 
records, averaging 12 degrees hotter 
than normal. The springlike wea- 
ther Kansas has been enjoying dur- 
ing the last month was such as tew 
Kanaans have ever experienced. The 
absence of heavy snows and the un- 
usually high temperature have eli- 
minated thin year the necessity of go- 
ing south to miss the rigors of winter. 

The average montbly maximum 
temperature for February, 1921, 
was 53.28 degrees. The n«aresi ap- 
proach to this was 60 degreea tor 
February, .1909. The average 
monthly minimum temperature was 

25.2 degrees, tbe average tor other 
Februarys being 1 8.4 degrees. The 
nearest approach to this for February 
was 28.7 degrees during 1874. The 
mean temperature tor the month 
was 40.7 degrees, the nearest ap- 
proach for previous Februarys be- 

40.3 degrees In 18S2. 

Tbe highest temperature tor the 
month was 7S degrees on the 14lh. 
This is the highest temperature 



recorded here for February during 
the paHt 02 years. Tbe minimum 
recorded was 1 9 degrees on the 1 7th 
and 2 nth, which is the record high 
minimum temperature recorded at 
this station for February. Tbe low- 
est temperature recorded here for 
any February la -32 degrees in 1S99, 

There was only .36 inches Of rain- 
fall, this being 1.02 inches below the 
normal precipitation for February. 
There were 15 clear days. 10 part 
clear and three cloudy days during 
the month. 

The total run of wind whs 6,002 
miles, or>^ little below normal tor 
the month. 

The average temperature for the 
three winter months December, Jan- 
uary, and February, 1920-1921, was 
37.19 degrees, uh compared with 
35.37 drgrees lu 1877. Thla there- 
tore is llic warmest winter for the 
past 63 years. 

Fruit buds in this section are as 
yet uninjured, but the seaaon is at 
least two weekrt in advance ot nor- 
mal coMdltlons,

Quill 
club, Kansas Authors' club, Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon, Aggie Press club. Na- 
tional Association of Journalists, 
and a number ot other organizations. 
H won tbe extempore speech con- 
test this year and the college short 
story contest last year. Elsenhower 
la one of tbe contestants In the Mis- 
souri Valley oratorical tryouts. 

Howard, junior In industrial 
journalism, was out of school tor 
several years but tbe older students 
ot the college ere well acquainted 
with hie work.

Engineering Profs 
Have A Dance That

have nothing on the Virginia reel, 
the waltz and other dancea.thal meet 
the requirements of the observing 
public. 

At the yglneers' faculty dance 
which was Riven on the evening of 
Washington's birthday at which 
some 70 of the dlgnlHed profesHors 
were Indulging In the Virginia reel, 
and other lively steps, someone de- 
clared "Oh, I'm shocked." She did- 
n't mean shocked by tbe actions of 
some faculty member present (for 
they don't do such things) she meant 
electrically. Soon several people 
complained of the same thing.

At the other extreme tleverend 
Slade placed the Insanity cases, man- 
|M« and malancliollscH, people who 
bare some mental deranKement 
with a physlotoKlcnl cause. Such 
fflitn are practically incurable, he 
MTi. The border line cases are tbe 
people afflicted with nciirnatheQla, 
or nervoua prostration The Itever- 
and Slade beltovei that many meAtal 
dlsMses are curable by psycho- an- 
•Irala. 

"Paycho-antlyNlt baa to do with 
rtpresston," he said. "Every sense 
experience, every thouBbt experience, 
baa a certain emotional content. Re- 
praaaad experiences pasa through a 
proeaaa of conversion from the un- 
eeoaelous to tbe conscious ntate, 
wlitota tbey may reach again In an 
abkormal condition or ihey may 
eome Into the eonsclouM state In the 
fnrm of dreama, or the psycho- 
pathological experiences o( everyday 
Ufa, inch as slips of the tongue, 

"A dream la a wish fulBUment. In 
• draam, every detail, no matter how 
trinal It may seem, Is ilgniflcant, 
mad may lead the psycho-analyst to 
diaoover the root of the trouble from 
wbleta tbe dreamer may be suffer- 

The psycho-analyst Is really a 
flathar confessor, who offers an op- 
portunity for many people to find 
ntlaf trom their repression and pre- 
VMlt further mental breakdown. 

"Is all these cases ot mental 
waakneaa," concluded Doctor Slade, 
"nplanatlos Is the cure."

During tbe fall term the girls 
made a study ot the difference in 
cost of home made and manufac- 
tured garments. Forty girls are do- 
ing the aame thing tbla semester ft 
order to correct any Inaccuracies that 
may have occurred In the last terms' 
work. 

To make this teat the girls have 
gone to tbe local shops and chosen 
garments wblcb pleased them. They 
then selected material, trimmings, 
and patterns Identical t^the chosen 
dresses. A record Is kept ot tbe 
money and time spent while making 
each garment, the girls charging 
theniielves IS cents an hour tor their 
time. 

In the former experiment it waa 
found that a targe saving was made 
on the more expensive Ksrmenta. 
One dress which was priced at $90 
was copied and made in class for 
I CO. This waa almost a 50 per cent 
saving. The per cent saved Is con- 
siderably lower on tbe cheaper gar- 
ments. 

The department Is planning to 
publish a bulletin containing tbe re- 
sults of this experiment. Tbe data 
will also be published In the "Dry 
Ooods Economist," since that maga- 
tlne has expressed a deaire to use 
the story.

An Aggie alumnna who boa made 
good and whoae accorapllabments 
are really worth while Is Ed A. Al- 
len, wbo graduated trom tbe college 
with the class of 1887. 

When tbe government needed a 
man to take charge ot the big In- 
dian agency at Keabena, Wis., the 
choice tell upon an Aggie graduate. 
That Aggie was Ed. A. Allen, wbo 
had been In tbe Indian service prac- 
tically ever since he graduated trom 
college. 

David O. Robertson, '86, one ot 
tbe biggest hearted, brainiest men 
who ever left tbe halls of K. S. A. C, 
bas this to say ot Allen. "He Is a 
big heavyweight business man. Just 
such a man as those Indian people 
need to look atter their interemta 
and do the job well and honestly. 
The old college may well be proud 
of such men as Ed A. Allen. I don't 
believe the Lord makes much belter 
men than be Is." 

' When Allen took charge at the at- 
falra of these Indiana tbey were In 
rather bad shape. The Indians at 
Keshena have a reservation ot 380 
square mitos In which tbey hove 
large lumbering Interests. Last'year 
under the direction ot Mr, Allen In- 
stead o( the usual deficit in the lum- 
bering industry tbe aaw mills alone 
paid a profit of IS&O.OOO. The res- 
ervation is equipped with modern 
schools and hospitals.

If tbs houw of representatlvea acts 
favorably on tbe recommendation of 
Its waya and means committee, and 
tollowa the lead ot the senate In ttie 
passing or the appropriation bill, the 
division of veterinary medicine at. 
tbe Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege will have a new clinic building. 
A new building ot tbe type proposed 
will remove tbe handicap of Inade- 
quate clinical instruction faculties 
that has burdened the division dur- 
ing 33 years of invaluable service 
to the state. 

PaiuHHl the Senate 
In its report the way a and means 
committee ot tbe senate approved 
the appropr^tlon of ) 100, 000 to 
eommence the erection of a new vet- 
erinary clinic building at this school. 
The appropriation bill has passed the 
senate, and now must go through 
tbe house of repreaentatives and the 
■two houses In conference. But the 
veterinary students here are ventur- 
ing to entertain bigh hopes that the 
appropriation for their new clinic 
bulldtag will be made. 

The w^s and means committee 
on their visit to tbe college saw that 
there ts great need for a new build- 
ing and tbe division Is greatly handi- 
capped Id Us work by crowded and 
anaanltary conditions of the old 
■ ttuildlng. The clinics have hereto- 
* iore been held In the little barn-like 
frame building with which most of 
the itudants of the college are fami- 
liar. The bail3lDg affords poor light, 
practically no heat, and Insufflclent 
space to accomnMdate tbe classes 
that have no other piace to meet. 

Only School Minus Mmlfrn Building 

Several weeks ago the veterinary 
division compiled a booklet which 
shows the veterinary clinic buildings 
in other state schools, and the build- 
ing in use here. In thin booklet 
were listed soma ot the most patent 
rAasons why the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural college should have a new 
building. Among the reasons listed 
was the statement that of a total of 
11 state veterinary achools, all have 
modern buildings except K. 8. A. C. 
EndangierK Healtb of Vets 
The booklet also pointed out that 
the health of veterinary students is 
•ertously endangered in tbe present 
quarters. During the cold weather 
it is necessary to keep tbe floor of 
the clinic building covered with 
straw to keep the students' feet 
warm. It was also shown that grad- 
uates In veterinary medicine from K. 
g. A. C. are grsatly handicapped In 
their usefulness to stock owners be- 
cause the facilities for clinical In- 
^IJ^ructlon are Inferior. Aa the llve- 
Titock wealth in Kansas is estimated 
as $340,409,377, it is obvious tbat 
the state cannot atlord to have any- 
thing but the best Instruction in the 
state veterinary school . 

ftrnders R^rvlcf to titale 
The division of veterinary medi- 
cine at thlH college has done much 
for the livestock wealth of tbe sUte. 
It has given 'Instruction to hundreds 
of students and (jualifled them to 



serve as practical veterlnartans and 
to took after the health of the state's 
livestock. It has taught In class- 
room and by extension methods tbe 
fundamental principles of animal 
sanitation and disease prevention to 
thousands ol livestock owners. 

The veterinary division developed 
and [s responsible for the extensive 
use of modern blackleg vaccine. .The 
division at this school was for many 
years the only source in the state 
from which swine raisers could ol»- 
tain antt-bog cholera serum. These 
services have actually saved tbe state 
millions of doltari. 

At present the veterinary division 
In addition to these functions la con- 
ducting extensive research work In 
regardk to certain livestock diseases 
which are causing great losa in Kan- 
sas. There Is no known method at 
adequately checking some of the dis- 
eases ot livestock and It Is on these 
dlseaaes that the division Is con- 
ducting much research work and In- 
vestigation. 

Information ot veterinary nature 
has also been supplied by moans ot 
numerous dally personal letters, and 
through the mediums at agricultural 
Journals and by extension service. 
I'luns for BulldiBR Drawn Up 
Plans for a new clinic building 
have already been proposed but af- 
ter tbe appropriation for the bnild- 
ing Is made by tbe legislature all 
eucb plans must be passed upon and 
approved by the state architect, R. 
L. Qamble. 

"The building plana as proposed In- 
clude only two class rooms, the other 
rooms being laboratories, conference 
and consultation rooms, store rooms, 
and housing and feeding rooms, for 
animals under treatment. The larg- 
est room In the plans ie tbe surgical 
and medical consulting room which 
Includes an amplthealer. The two 
wings ot the building extend to the 
rear ot the main part ot the build- 
ing. In one wing the Urst floor is 
devoted to feeding box stalla, while 
the second Soor Is a . lott for feed 
storage. The flrat floor ol tbe other 
wing Is composed of wards for unl- 
raals kept tor experimental pur- 
poses, a pharmacy, an instrument 
room, and a post mortem room. A 
crematory will probably be added to 
the post mortem room. The second 
Roor of this wing Is kept tor small 
animals for surgical practice. 

These plana are. ot course, only 
tentative and subject to the approval 
Of tbe state architect.

"The Journalist Is the eye through 
which the public sees happenings, 
forms conclusions, and makes its 
Judgments," said J. C. Peterson, 
professor ot psychology in the de- 
partment of education, who spoke 
to tiie students in Journalism Mon- 
day afternoon on "Popular Supersti- 
tions," 

According to Professor Peterson, 
much harm Is done by writers who 
publish articles dealing with spirit- 
ualism, sleight ot band «nd sleight 
of mind performances, and similar 
devices which will lead readers into 
fulHe expectations, 

"Tbe war has bad an unfortunate 
elTect on the sanity of the peoi te In 
certain respects." said Professor 
Peterson, "It has made them live 
on a higher emotional plane. There 
were many sufferers from over ex- 
citement who wrote and spoke In 
such a manner as to lead people in- 
to false conclusions because ot the 
high emotional strain. 

"Owing to tbe many stories cir- 
culated in England, such us that re- 
lative to Sir Oliver Lodge and bis 
supposed communication with his 
dead son, Raymond, there is 
much credulity here In America, 
People are ready to believe anything 
put out in the name of science." 

Professor Peterson mentioned 
several ways In which pseudo-scient- 
ists and quacks can work their get- 
ricb-quick schemes on the people. 
The same victims are caught time 
and again by fortune telling, astro- 
logy , false advertisements, tal>le til- 
ting, slute wrtttni, communications 
with the dead, and mystic seances. 

"Scientists have studied cases ot 
alleged mental telepathy and spirit- 
ualistic phenomena, and have 
brought to light many marvi^lous 
happenings bused entirely on fraud. 
According to Dr. G. Stanley Hail, a 
noted psychologist, there Is not one 
shred of evidence for belief In spirit- 
ualistic or telepathic messages. Many 
people believe that they have exper- 
ienced communications from another 
world, Bometlmea these messagea are 



lief a," concluded Professor Peterson, 
"and in fostering such beliefs we 
play upon the superstitions ot the 
people, and prolong the period of 
scientific Inaccuracy."

A Utter ot rabbits In pens ut the 
Unlveraity ot Kansas recently baa 
furnished facta that will lend great 
weight to one ot tbe long arguments 
used by antl-clgaret workers, name- 
ly, that the cigaret retards the 
growth and lessens the activity ot the 
growing youth. 

Testa carried on with young rab- 
bits show that those subjected to 
cigaret smoke tor short periods daily 
for the past tour and a halt months 
during their normal growing period 
gained teas in weight than did those 
not "smoked," according to tbe ex- 
periments made by W. J. Baumgart- 
ner, proteaaor ot zoology. 

"The effect of cigaret smoke on 
younK rabbits is very marked" said 
Professor Baumgartner. "It retards 
their growth, causes then to he leas 
active and seemingly affects their 
morale In that they do not keep ns 
clean as other rabbits. Those which 
Inhaled the smoke a half hour a day 
sulked, played much less, and did 
not attain normal siie."

"As members of the faculty of tile 
Kansas State Agricultural college we 
wish to express our disapproval of 
certain stories told and certain 
scenes shown in assembly March 15, 
1921. We especially protest against 
the drunken scene or the stunts of ag- 
riculture and the voc^ional students, 
and the indecent story eoncerlng per 
cent told In agriculture stunt. These 
were bo utterly opposed to standards 
of this college and of all educational 
Institutions that we wish to express 
our indignation and disgust that such 
things should be a part of a public 
college program.

But instead of that we kick up a 
tremendous dust, retell the incident or IncUlentfl, rehash things 
until they are of necessity forced upon the attention of our hear- 
ers or readers, thus destroying our purpose by forcing them to 
think of and remember the very thing we want them to forget. 

And Is there such necesfelty for forgetting anything that took 
place roughneck day? It would Hcem not. It is absurd to Judge 
events of that day In tlfe light of other dayB. That Ik a ilay, pur- 
posely set apart as such, for unconventional fun. unconventional 
garb. Anyone really human, anyone who has ever been actual- 
ly young, will think of things In that light, let them pass as such, 
and forget them. It is regulation and critical, spying, judging 
supervision that will bring out the wrong Hplrit. or will clestrtiy 
the purpose of the day t>y making it another "college affair" 
and not a "students' own" as It should be.

The essential 
fact 1b that our agricultural graduates on farms and in other 
positions of responBibillty are rendering service which is bring- 
ing them fortune and honor. roiUritniting mightily to the im- 
provement of social and economic condltloiiB. and briiyiing great 
credit to the Institntioii. And these men are distributed through- 
out the world. 

Most people would rather use their muscles than their minds. 

Thus, the world has a plcntltude of unskilled laborers and a 
shortaKc of «!«" whose inindH are tralnetl as well as their hands. 
In this situation — and it Is an eternal oiip— the operation of 
economic laws produces a ccmdltion which jUHtitles Jack Lon- 
don's statement that brawn is much cheaper than brains. In the 
long run traliitul men are more richly rewarded than untrained 
men.. 

One of the coiisjiicuous features of American agriculture is 
Its shortage of capul)ic lea<ierH. ll has plenty of privates but 
too few high class commissioned ofllcers. In the field of agrl- 
cuKure, as In other fields, the big rewards go to the big men, A 
big man Is one who does useful things which are impossible to 
the average man. One important oijjcct of a college eclucatlon in 
agriculture is lo liclp men to lift Iheiuselves above the average, 
to train leaders. The fact thai only a few among the millions 
of Americans arc studying agriculture offers lo those who are 
brilliant opportunities and imposes on them great responsibil- 
ities. Those who take advantage of these opportunities and who 
accept and fulfil their responsibilitieH all succeed. Only an 
Ignoramus will <ieiiy thai I he great romiilexcs of agricultural 
activities are necessary things. The world makes a beaten path 
to the door of the man who can do a necessary thing better than 
his neighbor can. — P. I). Farrell.

The division ot home economics 
has lately purchased an electric tett- 
stle tester which greatly surpasaes 
the hand power one they previously 
owned. It will be used to aid In tbe 
study of textiles by giving accurate- 
ly the amount of wear that may be 
expected ot dreaa goods, and to sbaw 
how laundrylng weakens goods. 

It waB not until the late world war 
that America paid much attention to 
the testing of fabrics, it became 
necessary when the materials for the 
wings of areoplanes and for the suits 
and shoes tor the soldiers were be- 
ing considered that the very best be 
chosen, so the tensile lasting ma- 
chine came into use. 

Since the war large maftitaeturiog 
companies have used this testing ma- 
chine to see If the material which 
they put out Ib up to speclflcatlons. 
Comitanles that make tires for auto- 
mobiles also use It to test the 
strength of the fabric which la put 
into their tires. 

Some ot the tests which have been 
made in tbe domestic science ball 



show the campamtlve strength ot 
cotton, linen, and wool. It took 30 
pounds iiressure to break unbleached 
muslin Due inch wide and six Inches 
tang, cut lensthwlae of the goods. 
Twenty poiindH broke a piece of the 
material which was cut crosswise ot 
the gootls. The same test made on 
linen Damask was 44 pounds tor the 
lengthwlHS and 27 pounds for tbe 
crosswise piece. Two kinds of wool 
were tested. Ptngle broke at 2< 
potinds pri'ssure and serge at SO 
pounds. 

A demonstration ot the machine 
will be given to the whole division 
in the near future.

"By means ot our InvestiKatlonal 
work, our teaching In the claaa room, | 
snd our extension work," says H. H. i 
Haymaker of the department, "we 
Aim to disseminate our knowledge 
of plant dlaeaaes amoni; tbe farmers 
of Kansas, and to discover methods 
ol controlling the dlseaaea which 
cause the most damage." 

L. E. Melchers, who la bead ot the 
department ol botany and plant path- 
olocy has charge ot the Investiga- 
tional work now being con- 
ducted on tbe* nature and con- 
trol of root and ear rots 
ot corn, and the development 
of rust resistant varieties of wheat. 
In the past tew years tbe depart- | 
ment has made extensive studies of j 
the organism causing corn amut, and 1 
seed treatments tor tbe smuta of 
'Wheat, barley, and the sorghums. 
Oats have been thoroughly tested to 
diKOver any changes which might 
be necessary to meet Kansas condi- 
tions. 

Since tbe study ot plant diseases 
lias been required of all agricultural 
atudente the department baa "enter- 
tained" over IQO sophomores each 
tall. ''Following the entertainment," 
Myi Professor Haymaker, who 
teaches most of tbe work, "the stu- 
dent emerges with a b'Vy idea of the 
difference between rusts, amuta, and 
rots, and with a clear idea ot the 
ozact nature ot quizzes." 

The extension work is at present 
under the direction ot E. A. Stok- 
dyk, a graduate ot the University ot 
Wisconsin, who has had extensive 
practical experience in agricultural 
work att well aa In the sclentlllc lines 
related to agriculture.

An Important thing about the di- 
vision ot agriculture at K. S. A. C. 
Is that It otters training In agricul- 
ture covering periods ranging from 
one day to four years. 

Each year tbe division oBers a 
number of short courses to over 400 
students wbo are unable to spend 
more tban a few daya or a tew weeks 
at college. Chief among these cour- 
ses ia the farmers' short course 
which Is held tor a period of eight 
weeks each year In January and 
February. In this course students 
are allowed to select one or more ot 
tbe following subjects: livestock pro- 
duction, livestock sanitation, dairy- 
ing I and 11, soli management, grain 
crops, forage crops, farm horticult- 
ure, farm management, beokeeplng, 
poultry husbandry, farm Insects, In- 
jurious rodents, special lectures. Held 
machinery, blacksmtttalng, and car- 
pentry. 

These subjects are all Intensely 
practical, and in teaching them the 
college makes maximum use of the 



materials available on the campua. 
The dlvlslone ot general science, vet- 
erinary medicine, and engineering 
assist the division of agriculture In 
tbe farmers' short course work. 

According to Dean F. D. Farrell. 
there la no class ot students coming 
to the college who are more eag*r. 
for information than are those who, 
come tor the abort course. "TbsK 
young men," saya tbe dean, "come 
tor a specinc purpose, and when they 
return they apply to a very high de- 
gree the information they receive 
while here. A targe number ot form- 
er students in thd agricultural short 
courses are among the best tarmera 
of Kansaa at present. The largest at- 
tendance Is usually In tbe farmers' 
eight weeks ^hort course, In wbtcb 
about 126 students enrol each year." 

Aonther important short course 
given each year la tbe commercial 
creamery short course. This like the 
farmers' abore course. Is given tor a 
period of eight weeks in January 
and February. Other short courses 
olfered from time to time Include 
those in poultry husbandry' grain 
marketing, grain elevator account- 
ing, cream and milk testing, ice 
cream making, and soil tertillieri. 
Tho length of these courses ranges 
from one day to two weeks.

M. P. Scbtaegal. '20, has been 
selected by S. C. Cbtu, one ot tbe 
moat influential business men In 
China, as one ot the two specialists 
in animal husbandry from this coun- 
try to take a position In an agricul- 
tural experiment station in the Uni- 
versity ot Peking at Peking. Mr. 
Schlaegai is a graduate in veterinary 
medicine from this inatlutlon. 

The present condition at famine in 
Chins has caused the aelliag ot large 
numbers of animals from the affec- 
ted diatrlcts and the death of a great 
many more. All ot these animals 
were high grade stock, and for the 
most part were gifts from this 
country. 

In an attempt to aave tbe stock of 
the country, Mr. Chiu has financed 
the agricultural experiment station 
at Peking snd is securing such men 
as Mr. Scbtaegal to act as Instructors 
to the natives In order to preserve 
the dImlnlshinK number ot anlmale. 
The first class will start at tbe uni- 
versity In September with an enrol- 
ment of not more tban 2G. The 
course is Intended to cover tour 
years, the fourth year being entirely 
practical work.

There is something admirable, heroic, yet curiously tinged 
with melancholy, in the effort which so many of our colleges 
are making to restore the ancient spirit of democracy. Under- 
graduate life is ruled, they lamettt, not by true representatives 
of its character and ability, but by a Bmall and excluBlve group 
of club or fraternity men. This group, says the Harvard Advo- 
cate, constitutes only "a small part of the class, " yet even at 
that, "It becomes broken into rllquen from which emerge the 
leaders and organ iznrs." The remainder of each claas who 
came without any particular previous reputations or friend- 
ships so necessary to land them into a fraternity or club, exist 
In a large Inarticulate mass. They miss the "wider friend- 
ships" tn college. This evil is not local. It is wide spread and 
well nigh universal. 

It Is also very ancient, at least according t<» undergraduate 
chronology. At the opening of the present century many of 
the universities established unions modeled upon the union of 
Oxford, which the Literary Iteview remarlis "was thought to 
bave wrought a social miracle in democracy," In the mirldle 
decades of the nineteenth century the Oxford Unitni had In 
fact done this, but that glory had long departed, so that it was 
then as It Is now und as its American imitations have become, 
the resort only of those who have no truly social afflliationB. 
In America the unions are little used even by these. The real 
leaders of undergraduate life seldom darken the doors; though 
on occasions they gather, admirably and heroically, out of a 
sense of duty to college democracy.. 

A hopeful proje<'t is the division of the undergraduate body 
into colleges or squads also after the Oxford manner, so that 
each undergraduate shall lie a member of an organic com- 
munity and thrown Into constant and inevitable contact with 
some hundreds of others — in the common room and the din- 
ing room, and at work and play. 

At Harvard the system has been liitrtMluced. The freshman 
class is divided into groups each living In a dormitory. But the 
arrangement lasts for a year only, I'reparatory school cliques 
arc foni^ed In spite of it, ami after the freshman year they rule 
unchecked as of yore. Instead of the extravagant liopes of a 
new kind of a democracy, the freshman dormltoricH liave not 
actually produced any more democracy than before, though 
they have undoubtedly widened acquaintanceship. 

A new kind of democracy Is needed, not only in colleges and 
universities, but in the nation ii» a whole. A cenlury ago tmr 
colleges and our cilies alike were smatl and the men In them 
were much th{> same stripe. Today life is inflnltely divcrsifled; 
It can be made to function only by subdivision and intensive or- 
ganization. The Irnnbie with rri'shinan dormitories Is that 
they are the end-all of the "new kind of democracy." To be at 
all effective life In residential units must Ite continued for three 
or four years. 

As it is. the undergraduatq world still dreams of u ticw 
democracy, and, however melancholy its mood or vague its as- 
piratUms, It strives heroically to achieve it. It roalizet* its own 
sins of snobblKliness and exclusiveness, and the niist'ortune of 
having within each cIubk a largo and inarllcuiute mass of o«t- 
slders. 'Ehi* fault springs from an ancient defect In organization, 
nut fn^any original undergraduate sin.

Then 
several times a year the final reckoning day comes In the form 
of registration day. No refunds are given, and laboratpry fees 
have climbed up from a reasonable amount to what we d«em 
unreasonable; but it is merely a case of "paying the fiddler."

The second reason ft tbat a large 
number of men studpnts, faculty, 
traveling men, and many others not 
living in family groups eat In reatau- 
rante and cafeterias. They select 
their dishes In a hapbasard way, of- 
ten attempting to plewe only tbeir 
palates and not their <uestloD. Tbe 
course in elemen^ry^o^und nu- 
trition will sho# thVtyiA of man 
how to select loglcalw Even though 
he Is eating at a boaUIng house be 
can select to a. certalJ extent. 

Tbe third argumenl la tfiat many 
men, whose wives bavvnot opportun- 
ity for tbe study of *od selection, 
might make useful aggestlons for 
the bousebold. Tbeyean help solve 
tbe problem of feedlv a family of 
hungry children. Tbiae men could 
also advise their wires as to tbe 
amount of money spew for food, and 
In what way it shall be spent.

Who Was Moseley? 

HE was a young Oxford man, only twenty -seven when 
he was killed at Gallipoli. Up to his time, man had 
never seen the inside of an atom. He turned the 
X-rays on matter — not figuratively but literally — and made 
them diaclose the skeleton of an atom just as certainly as a 
surgeon makes them reveal the positions of the bones of the 
body, Moaeley proved that all atoms are built up of the 
same kind of matter. He saw, too, just why an atom of 
copper is different from an atom of gold. 

Atoms are built up of electrons. Each atom consists of 
a nucleus, a kind of sun, with a certain number of electrons 
grouped about it, like planets. Moseley actually counted 
the number of electrons of all the metals from aluminum 
to gold*

Those who know what musically the 
name of "Barrere" stands for, know 
top that the Llttte Symphony la the 
most ambitious achievement of this 
Interesting ond wholly uncommon 
musician, who divides his honors 
euually between the distinction of 
being the "world's greatest flutist" 
and that of being the founder and 
eoniluctor of the foremost chamber 
music organizations of the day. 

Before coming to this country, 
Harrere was decorated by the French 
Ktate for his achievements In the 
cause of music, and the organization 
of wind Instruments which he found- 



ed waa subsidised. In this country 
too Barrere founded an organisa- 
tion of wind iastrumenta which Is 
called the Barrere Ensemble, and 
which has done more towards bring- 
tug to music lovers on this side ot the 
Atlantic a knowledge of the techni- 
que and the beauty ot the wind in- 
strument, than all the orchestras 
combined h&ve done. 

The Little Symphony is an out- 
growth of this little choir ot reed 
and pipe. It Is an orchestra in minia- 
ture, recruited tor the ptirpose of 
properly presenting these works 
written for little orchestras, which 
never are rightly heard when ren- 
dered by the large, modern orches- 
tras. It combines the string quartete 
and the wind quintet In delightful 
chamber music works, works which 
demand exqulslteness of detail rather 
than volume of sound. In such an 



orchestra the first requisite Is that 
each man In It shall be a virtuoso on 
his particular Instrument. The Lit- 
tle Symphony Is an orchestra of vir- 
tuosi, led by a virtuoso: small won- 
der it la that it has gained a reputa- 
tion for alt that Is elegant, artUttc, 
and srlstrocratic In music.

Tbe capacity ot dtfTerent types ot 
automatic ventilators to remove foul 
air from enclosed rooms Is tbe sub- 
ject of an experiment being conduc- 
ted by tbe englne«?ring experlmeot 
station under the direction of Prof. 
J, P. Calderirood and Prof, A. J. 
Mack. 

By a wind tunnel a',4 teet square 
and 16 feet long which is attached to 
a steel plate fan, the wind velocity, 
under actual conditions, and the 
velocity up through the ventilator 
can be measured. 

After taking the readings of ttte 
equipment under actual conditions 
the laboratory etiuipment can be var- 
ied to suit these conditions. Thus 
tbe action ot the iwntllators under 
actual condltlonn can be easily deter- 
mined. 

Twenty different ventilators are 
used In the experiment, there being 
Ave of each of th« four different 
kinds ot ventilators. Of these types, 
ttle ordinary, syphoning, rotary, 
and rotary syphoning type, the 
rotary syphoning type is proving to 
be the most cfUcinnt. The ordinary 
ventilator U the least efficient,

"I may be too old fashioned to 
salt those of a modern point ot view, 
but my idea of the measure of true 
womanhood Is a Atness tor actual or 
potential motherhood," said Presi- 
dent W. M. Jardlne is an address 
given at the regular vesper services 
held In Recreation hall Thursday af- 
ternoon. The subject ot hie speech 
was "The Measure ot True Woman- 
hood from a Man's Pdint ot View." 

"To this Stness for motherhood 
must be added an Intellectual and 
spiritual fitness," continued Presi- 
dent Jardlne. " 'Not to b^ served, 
but to serve' has heretofore been tl)p 
motto of tbe mother tn tbe home. 
Her children receive all her time and 
care. 

"Tbe sphere ot woman In the last 
two decades has l>een greaU^ en- 
larged. Many women today do not 
make their own clothes, bake their 
own bread, or can their own fruit. 



But one roepoaBlblllty of the home, 
that responsibility of bringing up tho 
family, remains. This job Is being 
shirked more todoy than It was 2& 
years ago. 

"Tbe home must be made the flrat 
training ground for clilldren during 
the impressionable age. If we are to 
maintain our Ideals of democracy. 
The community la made up ot homes; 
before the community can be sound 
the home itself must be made sound. 
She who has the responsibility of 
bringing up the men and women ot 
tomorrow should be soundly and sub- 
stantially trained. I want her to 
have a career, too. but she shauld 
bring up her children first." 

President Jardlne aald that every 
mtgi likes tbe woman who enjoys and 
looks the part of good health, the 
woman who dresses properly but not 
extremely. But she must bave 
something more than dress or beauty 
— she must have tbat loveliness of 
character which Is always a part ot 
every true lady.

Samples of the grains ar^ being 
collected from the federal Inspection 
ofllces at Kansas City, and from aeed 
bouses, and seed growers of this sec- 
tion. It Ih pointed out by those in 
charge that the samples collected fn 
this way will be graded the same as 
those found on the market, and that 
they should be a good representa- 
tion of tbe grains marketed In this 
region. 

The previous contests have In- 
cluded the Judging and Identlflca- 
tlon of the small graina, com, and 
sorghums. This year, however, It 
baa been decided to lay more em- 
phasis on the grading of the small 
grains and to add samples of alfalfa. 
It Is believed that the grading of 
wheat, tor Inetance, will be of great- 
er practical value to the students 
than the identlllcation of the less 
common graina as emmer, einkoro, 
and many of tbe less popular sor- 
ghums. The corn samples will In- 
clude one class to be placed on the 
new uillliy disease free basis. This 
syatera has been In use until recent- 
ly when it wai replaced by a newer 
and better method. 

The first priM for the entire con- 
test will be t26 In cash, to be given 
by the Kansas Crop Improvement as- 
sociation. In addition to this prize 
there will be other caab prizes tor the 
winner of the contest, and the best 
Judges of small grains, corn, and 
sorghumn. Besides these cash prUes 
there will also be other cash prixe 
awards, and subscriptions to farm 
papers.

In the year 1892, that year's class j 
decided that they would start some- 
thing — and they did. George L. 1

vine was symbolical of labor, so af- 
ter a lengthy address he presented it 
to the class of '93 and enjoined tbem

During the neit three years the 
spade was the occasion of many 
bloody battles. More than one stu- 
dent received a broken nose in 
guarding the emblem, and many a 
loyal Aggie stayed up all nlgbt 
guarding It from the uniierclassmen.

«ght that has ever been recorded, a 
terrible sophomore by the name ot 
Clarence Holalnger ran down Blue- 
mont and hurled the emblem far out 
Into the Kaw river, where it still 
rests.

HOW KANY DO YOU KNOW? 

Songs of our colleges and universities have not yet had quite 
the same Hcrutlnlzlnp; study that other outgrowths of college lite 
have been subjected to. This Is perhaps not strange when we 
consider that college singing has always been taken more or less 
for granted as the natural expression of the experiences of col- 
lege life. But there is 8u^h a difference between the present day 
college and that of a half century ago that the character and ori- 
gin of the very large collection of songs sung by students then 
mad now should richly reward more than cursory examination. 

Student songs may be classified roughly Into two large 
Teeogiilaed groups, the serious or anthem-like songs, and the 
merely anecdotal or humorous, having more or less negligible 
words or rollicking tunes. 

Every college has at least one "big" song of tbe first group. 
Power of association and long custom give a character of emo- 
tion, seriousness, and dignity, sometimes approaching rever- 
ence, when It is sung. Some college anthems are so powerful 
and so well known that they have almost as general an appeal 
as old hymns. K&ch college has one song of this nature. 
though not all are of equally high standard in spirit and com- 
position. 

A critical study might reveal as one character Istlc of the 
songs of the modern colleges a tendency to emphasize the boast- 
ful, I-ani-Btronger-thaii-thou side, and to subordinate the finer 
tributes that every collegian Invariably pays liia own Alma Mater. 

The second type of college songs Is the merely anecdotal or 
humorous. That Is the place for good natured rejoicing over 
the vanquished rival. 

K. S. A. C. has a really great college song, a song tliat binds 
alumni and undergradutes together as the Star Spangled Banner 
binds America's past, present, and future — but, as In the case of 
the Star Spangled Banner, not many of us know the words of all 
the verses.

"Two general types of agriculture 
are being practised today, the ex- 
ploUatlonal and the coneervatlonat," 
said F. I). Farrell, dean- of agricul- 
ture, In an nildreHH before the stu- 
dents of Industrial Joumallstn at 
tbelr regular meeting Monday after- 
noon. 

"The extilollatlonsi agriculturist 
looks upon furmtng merely as s way 
of converting tabor into money. On 
the other^ hand tbe conaervatlonal 
agriculturalist tries to use tbe land 
Ithout destroying it." 

Mr. Farrell pointed out that each 
type has several characteristics. Kx- 
tiloitational agriculture predomln- 
ates In new countries where land is 
rertUe and cheap. It Is the tyre 
usually, but not alwnyn, practised 
on large farms, tt is commonly car- 
rind en by uon'resldent owners. This 
type Is ufluully limited to one SKft- 
cultural Industry and curried on 
Ktrlctly aa a bualnerw. 

"Tbe conservntlonal typo of agri- 
culture, on the other hand, is 
characterized by relatively nmall 
farniH. niTerslfleil agriculture is the 
rule. In this type also there is uhusI- 
ly more Interest taken in the social 
side o( agriculture. Exploitive agri- 
culture Is selt limiting, the conaerva- 
tloniil ty|)e Is self perpetuating." 

C'onaorvatlon, not only in ugrlcut- 
turo, but also In oil, lum)>er. and 
varloiiK other Industries, Is and will 
ronttnii,e to he one ot the biggest 
problems or the country, In the opin- 
ion ot Dean Farrelt.

It Is very probable that every Aggie student has at one time 
or another started to leave the library by way of the west door 
only to find It locked and on It a neat placard advising him or 
her to use the other door. 

Despite prevailing beliefs to the contrary, time is often an 
important factor to students studying courses on the hill. To 
students coming from the domestic science building, the gym. or 
even from Kedxie, the moat direct route to the library is through 
this west door. A student from these buildings, needing a book 
Bay in stack 820. must walk past the west door UO steps to the 
front entrance, climb 11 stairs and walk back 63 steps to get his 
book. This Is a total of 184 steps or 154 steps more than would 
have been required had he been able to enter through the west 
door. The same number of unnecssary steps will be taken on 
the return trip. 

Probably half the students could use the west door to ad- 
vantage. Assuming that each student will average two trips 
per day, this means that 1.400 students dally take 616 extra 
steps each, or a total of 362.400 unnecessary steps. Figuring 18 
Inches to the average step, this represents a total mileage of 53,- 
B52 miles for the school year. 

In the Interests of time, economy, and half soles, we sug- 
gest that the library authorities enable us to eliminate this excess 
mileage by unlocking the forbidden door.

The suggested rules are as fol- 
lows: 

This system is based upon the pro- 
position that coUege students «re 
responsible (or their own conduct; 
class instructors are rasponslble for 
class-room conditions and ahould al- 
ways remain in the room, during ex- 
aminations and remove all tempta- 
tions to cheat. 

As the grading system In K, 8. A. 
C. Is competitive it is unfair to the 
entire class to have anyone receive 
higher grades than he deserves, tor 
this automatically lowers the grades 
ot all other members and does not 
give them a fair return for their ef- 
fort. 

Therefore, it is the duty of the 
Instructor or any member of a class, 
who has reason to believe that a 
student is cheating ta report that 
student to the discipline committee 
In the following manner: (l> mall 
to the discipline committee an un- 
sigtaed statement giving the person's 
name with the words, "Believed to 
be cheating in class or examination," 
class, time, and Instructor In charge. 
This person will then be requested 
by the discipline committee to avoid 
all appearance of such conduct. 

If the person who first sent the 
notice sg&ln observes such unfair 
conduct, a second unsigned notice 
shall be sent with the name of the 
offender, the date and the class In 
which the olfense was committed. A 
second notice wilt then be sent to 
the person accused to the effect that 
he will be requested to leave the in- 
stitution if such conduct is not dis- 
continued, and a notice sent to the 
professor In charge ot the class giv- 
ing name of the oftender. 

Upon further violation ot honor- 
able conduct in class or examina- 
tion the person who sent the first 
two notice? shall send to the dis- 
cipline committee a communication 
marked "third notice" as to — (the 
name of the offender) and this 
notice shall be signed. Such com- 
munications shall be held as entire- 
ly confidential. Upon receipt of such 
notice a trial will be ordered and 
witnesses called upon to testify. If 
circumstances warrant, the president 
of the college will be requested to 
suspend or expel the offender from 
school. 

The discipline committee shall use 
Its discretion as to action In any 
case and shall follow the order out- 
lined only when It seems to be the 
best procedure.

A. E. Stokdyk, extension plant 
pathologist, is making a special tour 
through tbe southern and eastern 
counties of the state, looking for the 
presence of wheat rust. Careful watcb 
is being kept for the first appearance 
ot the dtsease. Reports thus far show 
that there will be a great deal of red, 
or leaf rust this year. Tbls, howev- 
«-, is not a serious form of rust, as 
it harmg only the leaves. Kaored 
fields are very tree from tbls rust. 

It has been shown In experiment 
work the last few years that Kanred 
wheat in this state Is the most re- 
sistant commercial wheat to leaf, or 
red rust. It is black rust that cau- 
ses the most damage. There are 
slight Indications In some counties 
thai some of this la present although 
no prediction can be made at this 
time as to how much will appear In 
May and June, the critical months 
for wheat. 

Two government men are to be 
stationed in Kansas part ot tbe time 
during April and May to make card- 
ful Btudles o( tbe epidemiology of 
black met In order to And out wheth- 
er or not Infection is blowing from 
the southern states northward. 
While In Kansas they will hiake their 
headquarters In Manhattan.

Tbe college greenhouses are at 
present a profusion of colors, flowers 
and plants of all kinds are In bloom. 

There are out flowers, such as 
•weet peas, nasturtiums, carnations, 
pansles, violets, and marigolds; 
flowering plants, aucb as Easter li- 
lies and geraniums; vegetable 
plants, such as tomato, cabbage, egg- 
plant, lettuce, and foliage. The fol- 
iage plants for conservatories are 
croton, date palm, Chinese tan palm, 
and rubber plant, and the foliage 
plants tor boxes are vlnca. Wander- 
ing Jew. German and English Ivy. 

In tbe show house, just east of 
the horticulture building are the tol- 
iBge plants and several curiosity 
plants, of which one of the moat In- 
teresting is the pitcher plant. Tbls 
is a desert plant, whose leaves are 
shaped much like a pitcher. The 
leaves catch and hold water, and 
during the dry season the plant wa- 
ters Itself. Tbe banana plant is Just 
through flowering. There is also a 
water lily In the show bouse but It 
is not In bloom at present.

feerms.

If you know 
of anyone due who is not Kood enough u sport to abide by It. turn 
him in to the authorities, lie Isn't playing fair with the rest of 
the gang.

TIMK FOR KANSAS TO TAKE NOTICE 

A short news item appeared in an inconspicuous place in the 

Star yesterday. It bore the date line of Manhattan, Kan., and 

read: 

Prof. A. K. Westbrook, hnad of the Kansas State Agrl- 
cultural college music department, and A. L. liovejoy and 
Boss Curry, Instructors, have reslKned ti> accept director- 
ships In the American School of Opera, Chicago. 

The item is not of great news value as news items are meas* 
ured by telegraph editors, but to those who know the situation 
In the Kansas state schools. It Is of very great importance. 
There is Involved in it, perhaps, the foi^ewarning to Kansas of 
the posHibie breaking down of the educational organizations of 
the state, the disintegration of the splendid body of men and 
women who have inude the educational institutions what they 
are and maintained them upon an exalted plane of efflclency In 
spite of the handicaps that have been thrown In their way by 
cheap skate statesmen in the legislatures. 

Professor Weslbrook as head of the music department of 
the agricultural college has given the scliool a high standing 
among the educationul inHtitutions of America. More than that, 
he has given to Kansas a service money could not buy. Combin- 
ing the love of his art with the love of public service, he has 
linked the college with the rural communities and with the rural 
homes of Kansas, giving to them the benefit of all that the 
school could give. 

In losing Professor Westbrook Kansas is losing Ks one re- 
maining teacher of highest standing among the musicians of the 
country. Undoulitedly Professor Westbrook now is the outstund- 
Ing figure In the inusiriil life of the state, l^ast year Kansas 
lost, through the petty, sniail, and cheap policy of management 
at the state university, Arthur Nevin. the only nuisirian in that 
Institution of national and International reputation. Now It is 
losing Professor Westbrook, not for the same reason that drove 
Professor Nevln from the state service, but because the last leg- 
islature practically served notice on its college and university 
teachers that Kansas would not compete with other states and 
with other organizations for teachers. 

A member of the legislature In a burst of eloquent hypocrisy 
declares that "Kan bus Is paying enough" for Its teachers and for 
the heads of the deiiartments in the school. Other members 
cheer the statesman. ApproiirlutlouK must be cut. Taxes must 
be lowered. But it appears that Kansas is not paying enough. 
Take Professor Westbrook, for Instance, who has been giving 
his services to the state for years at a pitifully small salary, al- 
-ways In the hope that the next legislature would provide an 
adetiuate salary. Others have been staying in the institutions 
on the same basis. There are some of the best of the men and 
women in the university and the agricultural college who have 
had to borrow money during the last two years in order to 
"piece out" their living, on the promise that the legislature 
which has recently closed would assuredly grant sufficient In- 
crease in salaries to allow them to pay their debts and meet tbeir 
living expenses. 

But the last legislature, liberal in providing a building pro- 
gram, refused to make any Increase in salaries. The strong 
men of the schoolR have lost hope. Other states made increases. 
. Other states are bidding tor ability. Kansas is not. Kansas ex- 
pects a service of love, and offers its best teachers from S3,500 
to $4,000, while other states are urging them to accept offers of 
■tS.OOO for the same service. 

It Is not the weaklings that are leaving Kansas. It is the 
^strong, efficient, successful teachers; men like Professor West- 
brook, and Kansas is unable to help itself. The legislature tied 
ihe hands of the state Institutions, 

When such a man as Professor Westbrook leaves the music 
department of the agricultural college, and such a man as Pro- 
fessor Nevln Is sacrificed at the university for cheap, petty mo- 
tives. It is time tor those deeply Interested In Kansas schools 
to take serious account of the situation. There Is tragedy in It 
for the educational Interests of tbe state. — Kansas City Times.

The road material testing labor- 
atorlea from time to time teat out 
sampiea of materlala being used In 
road projects throughout the state. 
Yesterday morning concrete road 
samples were received from project 
number 31, which is in Oeary county. 

Tljese samples are taken every 
600 feet along the road. They are 
burled nearby for 28 daya for tbe 
purpose of coring. They are then 
sent to Manhattan to he tested. The 
sampiea of material come in cylind- 
rical form so that they may eaally 
fit into the testing machine. A re- 
sistance of 2,000 pounds per square 
Inch la the strength of normal ma- 
terials. 

Sampiea from all federal aid pro- 
jects In the state must be sent here 
for testing. Before construction of 
the roads Is started, cement, rock, 
and other materials to be used are 
sent In to be tested out.

HOW rOLLEOE TEArHKRS FARE 

It Ifl a great year for the colleges In point of student attend- 
ance. But how do the college teachers fare? 

The question la answered In a new publication of the Gener- 
al Education Boani, by Trevor Arnett. It 1b Bhown by exhaus- 
tive data that InBtitutlons of higher learning which are supported 
by endowment are grievously menaced through lack of funds to 
pay adequate salaries. 

The collegtm have made earnest efforts to bridge the gap be- 
tween the meager Halaries and the Increased cost of living. Yet 
the replies to the questionnaires show the rise In salary on the 
average amounted In 1920 to only 26 to 35 per cent of the other 
Increase. 

To obtain funds, tuition and other fees have been lifted, but 
they bring In but 87.r» per cent of the salary roll in the men's and 
co-educatlonal colleges. And higher fees would keep many of 
the most desirable students from college. America does not want 
higher education to become a class iirlvllege. 

A second method of relief — the solicitation of gifts for an 
emergency or sustaining fund — hajj brought good results. Alum- 
ni and friends have given generously. But the relief Is merely 
temporary. 

The familiar "drive" is a third recourse. These campaigns 
for larger endowments are still in full progress and are meeting 
with success, But the funds so contributed are not immediately 
available, and meanwhile the teacher is little better off. 

Seeing the small prospecta of betterment, many teachers have 
left to enter far more lucrative fields, The "mortality" in col- 
lege faculties In some cases Is as high as 85 per cent and on the 
average fully 35 per cent. 

"It Is of the highest iniiiortance," wrote John 1>. Hockefeller, 
-when presenting $Gi).0»»,OUO to the General Education Board to 
provide more adequate salaries to teachers, "that those Intrusted 
with the education of youth and the Increase of knowledge 
should not be led to abandon their calling by reason of financial 
pressure or to cling to it amid discouragements due to financial 
limitations." 

There is need of generous giving by the well-to-do who be- 
lieve in endowed colleges and In paying the men and women of 
every college faculty a wage commensurate with their service. 
— New York Tribune.

Chapter to Aid VocntlonnI Men 

In Knsergenclee 



A 13,000 increase in the appropria- 
tions tor the local Red Cross chapter 
has been endorsed by the district of- 
Sce ot the Red Cross at St. bouls and 
sent to Washington with the recom- 
mendation that favorable action be 
taken on it by the national officials. 
Or. A. A. Holts, secretary ot tbe col- 
lege Y. M. C. A., Is chairman of the 
committee from tbe local chapter to 
obtain this eitra appropriation. 

An appropriation ot $1,000 is the 
amount that Is annually alloted to 
this chapter ot tbe Red Cross. If the 
amount asked tor is granted It will 
bring the total annual appropriation 
up to tB.OOO. The present allotment 
has been found deficient on account 
of tbe number ot vocstlonal men 
that are coming here to school. Over 
250 of these men are here now, some 
with wives snd families. As pay- 
ments are rather Irregular, these vo- 
cational students sometimes Snd 
themselves without funds to support 
their families. With the extra 
13,000 asked tor the local Red Cross 
hopes to be able to help the men out 
In emergencies ot this kind. 

Although the increase has not yet 
been granted it Is probable that It 
win be. The local post of the Amer- 
ican L«gion aaslsted the Red Cross 
in petitioning tor the increased ap- 
propriation.

of tbe Held Industrial work of the 
Y. W. C. A. The subject of her ad- 
dress was "The Industrial Members 
ot the Y. W. C. A." 

"There are 60,000 student mem- 
bers of the Y. W., and 30,000 Indus- 
trial members," continued Miss Ow- 
ers. "What are theae Industrial 
girls doing in the Y. W.7 The larger 
jier cent of them attend the meet- 
IngH for nothing but pure fun, oth- 
ers would rather crochet tban do any- 
thlnet else. Hut' the girls In the In-' 
dustrial departments are gradually 
becoming more Interested tu citizen- 1 
ship and industrial problemn. We | 
have organized courses In cooking, 
sewing, ICngllah literature, and hlH-| 
tory. I 

"One ot tbe greatest dtfllcultles en- ^ 
countered In getting girls into these ! 
classes la the fact that so tew people , 
know how tu teach In an inilustrial 
way. The majority of teachiTH are ' 
too mechanical, they horo the Rlrls, 
and talk in a way the glrla cannot 
understand. Those who would teach 
must use the forms ot eipresslon ' 
that the Industrial- girl qms every 
day." 

Six yeurK ago the ftrst Industrial 
council was held. These two weeks' i 
conferences bring the Industrial I 
girls from six or seven states. The 
major emphasis Is laid on rettt and ' 
recreation, and the daily program 1 
usual ly consists ot one hour ot Biblo - 
sludy and one hour of discussion. | 
During the two weeks those In charge \ 
ot the conference plan to have four ' 
prominent speakers, several song con- < 
testa, and a pageant. 

In October, W19, the first nation- j 
ul conference of Indtistrlnl girls wan | 
held. At this conference 6B girls I 
drew up seven standards ot life tor 1 
women, and aaked the natiopat board ' 
to Consider them. Tbe resolutions' 
were unanimously adopted. 

"The student members ot the Y. ' 
W. should become better acciuainted 
with the Industrial workers," said 
Miss Owers. "The student and In- , 
dustrial departments of tbe Y. W. I 
are planning together a flumher of 
commissions, and will study tour Is- 
sues, work, education, health, and 
cooperation ns one ot the new move- 
ments In history." 1

The present enKineertnc dfTiefoD 
of K. 8. A, C. had Us beginning dur- 
ing th§ administration ot the col- 
lege's first president, John A. Ander- 
son. President Anderson's term 
extended from 1873 to 187 S, During 
hla adminiatratton the school of lit- 
ers tu re. was discontinued, and the 
schools of agriculture and mechanic 
arts organized. The work In mechanic 
arts conslated of Bbop practice la Iron 
and wood. The Stephens Institute of 
Technology at Hoboken, N. J., was 
the only American school to give 
dally shop Instruction before the re- 
. organisation ot K. S. A. C. 

Ask For Separate Course 
In 1876 there began a move to 
make mechanic arte a separate and 
distinct course. The flrst Issue of 
The IndUBtrlallst. which came out 
April 24, laTB, contained a column 
of 38 paragraphs advertising tor bids 
for the erection of the mechanic arts 
ball. It also brought the actual 
heed of mechanical equipment to the 
attention ot the public. 

1«7T was 8 critical yaar. Practical 
tnechanical ftduMUtin met great op- 
lK)Bitlon, both from educators and 
troA the people of Kansas. The 
tlbard of Regents, by great determin- 
ation, 'prevented the courses In agri- 
culture end mechanic arts from be- 
ing moved bodily to Lawrence and 
made a part ot the university. It 
will be interesting to know that, 
^urlng this same year. Iha flrst tele- 
phone to be exhibited in Kansns was 
being constructed by the mechanical 
department of the college. 

Apfiropriat<> Money For Fquplment 

The administration ot the next 
president, Ceoree T, Falrchlld, who 
served from 1879 to IS 97, wat full 
ot progress. A more delinlte classi- 
llcatlon of students was made, and 
new subjects were added. Through 
the Morrill art of 1890 money was 
appropriated In amount sufficient to 
allow the purchnse ot some much 
'needed engineering equipment. 

The llrst power plant of the college 
consisted of a 20 horse power hori- 
lontal engine operated by a 40 borxe 



made to this building, the black- 1* 
smith shop and foundry enlarged. I * 
the machine shop put in, and the i * 
south end of the building brought to * 
Its present limits. In 1900 the elec- , * 
trlcal engineering department was ' * 
organized, and the department of ' • 
architecture had lis beginning la i • 
1905. In 1908 the student branch!* 
of the American Institute of Elec- j * 
trlcal Engineering waa established i • 
here. 
tlianitra To RnglneerlnK nivlfilon 

During President Henry Jackson 
Water's administration, 1908 to 
1918, the course In mechanic arts | 
changed to the division ot engineer- i 
Ing. As an engineering school, K. ' 
S. A. C. now rose toward the top of 
the list. 

In 1916 the Engineers' association 
began to bold its regular meetings. 
The association started In 1904 but 
had not been meeting regularly. It 
decided to stage an engineers' parade 
about every four years. The flrst 
parade, which took place In 1918, 
was a great success. The student 
branch of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers was estab- 
lished at K. S. A. C. In 191T, and the 
American Association of Engineers 
during the years 1919 and 1920. The 
American Society of Agricultural 
Engineers was founded in 1920. 

The engineers, with their present 
equipment, constant increase In en- 
rolment, and with the present stand- 
ard of education and the new wing 
of the engineering building nearing 
completion, promise more history tor 
K. S. A. C.

I'elUion To Aijolinh IK-purtment 

During the nest 10 years, while 
Erne.st R. Nichols was bead of the 
college, engineering nt K. S. A. C. 
made history of its own. A number 
of Influential men were In favor of 
abolifihlnK the enplnecrlng eciurse, 
and placing that work nt K. L*. One 
argument used was that the engin- 
eering course at K. 8, A. C. would 
encourage students, who were origin- 
ally enroled In agriculture, to change 
to engineering, and eventually to 
leave the farm. By the loyal sup- 
port of students from all divisions, 
the alumni ot the college, and the 
people ot Manhattan, the petition to 
do away with engineering at K. S. 
A. C. was defeated. 

Makes Rapid Growtb 

After this matter was settled, the 
growth toward a modem engineer- 
ing school was rapid.

USE ¥01IR HIIMMEK VACATION 

A large number of college students practically waste their 
summer vacations, so far as preparation for their profeBsional 
career is concerned. Many prospective eiiglneerii and architectB 
spend their summers on work which is wholly unrelated to en- 
gineering or architecture. At the end of the summer they may 
have savfid a little money with which to pay college expenses, but 
otherwise they stand where they did when school closed in the 
spring. 

If one la to make the best possible preparation for success in 
his profession he should employ his summer just as earnestly 
In this preparation as he does his winters. I'ractically one- 
fourth of a student's time after he starts to college is made up of 
BO called vacations. It is almost a criminal waste to neglect to 
utilize this time In preparation for his professional c^ireer. 

A summer's employment on u construction gang, in a factory, 
with a telephone, electric power or waterworks plant, with a 
surveying gang or as a draftsman, carpenter or mechanic will 
give experience which Is lnvaluai)le In helping a student to get 
the most out of his college curriculum, and will enable him to ad- 
vance more rapidly after graduation. Even If he should have to 
take a little less harvest wages, the experience gained will make 
this much more profitable employment than work wholly unre- 
lated to his profession. 

Summer school also offers un opportunity to use thp summer 
time to advantage. For those who are lie hind in certain courses, 
particularly those which are prerequisite to other courses, sum- 
mer school Ik almost a necessity. Many students ran shorten the 
time to graduation by a semester or a year by attending school 
one or more summers. Time can also be secured in this way to 
take a number of courses which are valuable to an engineer, Imt 
for which no room can bv found In the regular curriculum. At- 
tendance at summer school may also make it possible to devote 
more attention during the college year to student activities, or to 
do more thorough work than would otherwise be possible. 

Summer courses of Interest to engineers offered at K. S. A, C. 
this year Include drawing, Hho|i work, surveying, electrical en- 
gineering, farm engineering, ajipUed mechanics, mathematics, 
chemistry, physics, English, (x-onomics, public speaking, and 
other subjects. 

Every student, and every instructor as well, should give seri- 
ous thought to the best possible way to use his summer.— R. A.

What Makes the Firefly Glowl 

You can hold a firefly in your hand; you can boil 
water with an electric lamp. Nature long ago evolved 
the "cold light.** The firefly, according to Ives and 
Coblentz, radiates ninety-six percent light and only four 
percent heat. Man's best lamp radiates more than ninety 
percent heat. 

An English physicist once said that if we knew the fire- 
fly's secret, a boy turning a crank could light up a whole 
street. Great as is the advance in lighting that has been 
made through research within the last twenty years, man 
wastes far too much ener^ in obtaining light. 

This problem of the "cold light" cannot be solved merely 
by trying to improve existing power-generating machinery 
and existing lamps. We should still be burning candles if 
chemists and physicists had confined their researches to the 
improvement of materials and methods for making candles. 

For these reasons, the Research Laboratories of the 
General Electric Comj>any are not limited in the scope of 
their investigations. Research consists in framing questions 
of the right kind and in finding the answers, no matter 
where they may lead. 

What makes the firefly glow? How does a firefly's light 
differ in color from that of an electric arc, and why? The 
answers to such questions may or may not be of, practical 
value, but of this we may be sure — it is by dovetailing the 
result of "theoretical" investigations along many widely 
•eparated lines that we arrive at most of our modem

An Interesting uiachlne being tried 

out In the engineering division, is a 
gauge for the recording of the rise 
end fall of water In a river. The teat 
is being carried on by F. H. Fox, in- 
Btructor In the civil engineering de- 
partment. He Is making the experi- 
ment by using tlie instrument in the 
bydruulltr pits of the engineering 
bulliIinK. If the trial proves success- 
ful, the niuchlne will be ioHtatled in 
the KamiUH river here at some con- 
venient point. 

The only other Instrument of the 
kind in the stale is one which Is In- 
fitalled In the river at Topeita with 
eiectrtcul connections to the federal 
hiiltdlng tht're. S. I>, Flora, of the 
tJnlted Stntcs weather bureau at To- 
Iieka, Ik very doslriiUH that there he 
such a machine at .Munhuttan under 
competent care, so that in case of 
tiiKh water. Hood warnings may be 
telegraiiticd to Ttipekii and other 
points along the river. 

The ''Hftn<llng" part of the Instru- 



ment consists of a float, suspended In 
the "stilling weir'by a perforated brass 
strip which runs over a pulley at the 
opposite end of which Is a counter- 
weight. The perforations in the brass 
strip prevent any slipping of the 
pulley, thus Insuring an accurate 
measurement. The purpose of the 
"stilling well' ts to prevent the action 
of the current and waves on the 
float. The "receiving" part of the ap- 
paratus, whicb makes a continuous 
record of the height of the water. I 
may be located any distance away 
from the "sender." If tlte experi- 
ment proves successful and the in- 
strument is Installed In the Kansas 
river here, the recorder will be kept 
at the college.

The addition will cost (190,000, 



ezcluaiva of tbe grading, roads, and 
sidewalks required, and ot the equljH 
ment. Tbe appropriation was se* 
cured from the 1&19 leglalaturs 
largely through the efforta of Preal- 
dent W. M. Jardlne and of D«an A, 
A. Potter. In spite ot the high ecsta 
of materials and labor a large and 
well built structure has been secured, 
which Is a credit to the institution 
and to tbe state.

Five Hundred Htudentx (Taming 
Five hundred students are ex- 
pected to register by Wednesday af- 
ternoon. These are canting from all 
sections of the state, as some towns 
are paying part or all of the ex- 
penses of their Judging teams. At 
other places money to cover expenses 
of the trip is being raised by the 
schools by entertainments, donations, 
or subscriptions. Lawrence high 
school win bring Z6 students here in 
cars with money won at fairs last 
fall. The chamber of commerce of 
Arkansas City la putting up the 
money to send 16 representatives 
from there. 

All Vocational ScIiooIh Entered 
Teams have been entered by all 
of the 42 vocational schools of Kan- 
sas. Vocational schools are Abilene, 
Atma, Arkansas City, Atchison, Bon- 
ner Springs, Burlington, Bucyrus, 
Coffoyville, Crawford, Cimarron, 
Chase, Clyde, Decatur, Dickerson, 
Fort Scott, Garden City, OotT, Harp- 
er, Havensville, Holcomb, Kingman, 
I<abette, Lawrence, Lincoln, McPher-

At the regular meeting of the 
Selence club last week a proEram 
coaalBtlng of an interesting talk by 
8. J. Coe, senior in aKriculture, on 
"Conditions in the Balkan Peninsula 
Ai I Have Observed Tbem," and a 
glaas blowing demonstration by Paul 
Anders, apparatus maker In the 
Cbemlstry department at the Culver- 
tlty of lillnois, were given. 

Coe was on the Balkan peninsula 
with hla father Colonel C. S. Coe. 
who, aa a member of the Hoover 
commission, was in Jugosloria as 
financial advisor. Coe told of the 
economic conditions In the Balkan 
peninsula and of the remarkable re- 1 
covery of Serbia after their long I 
wars, m which they lost EO per cent I 
of their male population and 33 per | 
cent of tbetr total population. 

"In the near future, when Serbia 
gets on her feet financially and eco- 
aomlcally, she win be the one state 
to keep peace and order in the Bal- 
kans," concluded Coe. 

After Mr. Coe's talk an interesting 
demonstration of the work of eclen- 
tlflc glass blowing apparatus was 
given by Mr. Anders. 

The first piece of apparatus he 
made was a T-tube, which consists 
of one tube welded Into the side of 
the other. Next he made a U-tube, 
with a tube tending into the bottom 
ot the V, Then he constructed a 
thistle tube, a small bowl with a &ne 
tube from the bottom, with which 
All chemistry students are familiar. 

Several other pieces of apparatus 
were made, among which was a glass 
vase made^as a souvenir for Prof. M. 
H. King, head of the chemistry de- 
partment, and a condenser, for use in 
distilling In cbemsltry work. Mr. 
Anders then gave demonstrations of 
glass repair work, whereby many 
pieces of apparatus may be repaired 
and used Instead of throwing them 
away, as Is usually the case. 

According to Mr. Anders, several 
students In the University of Illinois 
are taking a course in glass blowing. 
As many students want to take this 
work, and a great deal of time must 
be given to these classes, the enrol- 
ment is limited to seniors and grad- 
uate students.

The road materials laboratory of 
the station has heen designated by the 
le^dsKture as th*olticial laboratory 
for tho Rtato highway commission 
and, as such, It testa samplea of all 
moterlalB ttsed or contemplated tor 
nse in the ^ard surface roads of the 
state. About 4,500 samples have been 
tested to determine the suitability oi 
natural deposits and raanufactureri 
products for the various types of 
improved roads. MaterialH sampled 
and tested include 2, BOO carloads nf 
cement and brick. This work bu 
proiluced an immense saving lo tii'- 
state through lessened eniit. ib - 
creased maintenance, and prolongeil 
life of roads. This saving Is esti- 
mated by President W. M. Jardlne in 
his report for the last blennlum ut 
$095,000. 

Other Investigations under way 
are on temperature stresses in rigid 
pavement slabs, wear tests of con- 
crete, quality ot concrete used In 
highway conatruction, atmospheric 
resistance to the movement of mo- 
tor vehicles, tests of automatic ven- 
tilators, teste of belt lacings, endur- 
ance tests of lubricating oIIh, heat 
IranimlMlon of insulating materials, 
and ppecin cations for the purchase of 
lubricating oils and greases. 

With the more settled conditionB, 
the work of the station should make 
much progrew In the neit few years, 
and should bMome a potent factor 
tn the tndtiitrt*I development of the 
state. ( •

CUws Visits Agronomy Nursery 

Tlie claaa In crop Improvement 
visited tbe agronomy nursery and 
the agronomy farm on last Friday - 
afternoon. Prof. S. C. tSalmon sad 
Prof. John H, Parker explained tbe 
crops experimental work of the de- 
partment. The clsBB bad an excel- 
lent opportunity to get first hand in- 
formation on the experimental 
methods used here and their resulta. 
Particular attention was paid to 
variety testa of oats and wheat and 
to tbe di Terence in rust reslstancet 
earlinesa, winter hardinese, and oth- 
er characters ot the varieties. 



TAXATION FOR ATHM/riCS 

Taxation for the support of athletics added to the registra- 
tion fee has been the subject of discussion among Aggie students 
for some time. As it stands at present, the athletic department 
Juggles its bank account In many ways each season In order 
to keep out of the "red," 

As an advertising medium for this Institution, the athletic de- 
partment stands foremost. If It were not for the athletics, the 
school would have llttli^ stHiuling in the state, and especially 
so with the prospective college students who are graduating 
from high schools. When a high school graduate looks around 
for his choice of a college, he, or she, invariably chooses one 
which lias a goo<l standing as to its athletic activities. 

Some of th(» HtudentH bowl loud and long at the idea of com- 
pulsory support of iithleticB. This Is not a compulsory proposi- 
tion, but one which is put before the students and voted on In the 
regular manner. If a student is not able to attend the games for 
financial reasons, or otherwise, he goes before the chairman of 
the committee, states his cauBe. and has his money refunded. 

At present the athletic departiuenjt has to turn away a num- 
ber of men each Bcason, who want to try out for the various 
teams, because of the close flnaiiceE and lack of equipment. 

If the plan of taxes being added to the registration fee pro- 
position is put actnss, the department will be able to save a lit- 
tle money tt>ward the erection of a permanent stadium. The 
present grandstand and bleachers have, in most cases, been on 
the field since 190St. Unless these bleachers are replaced in the 
near future, it is probable that the athletic department will have 
some doctor's bills to pay by reason of injury in a grandstand 
•or bleacher breakdown. 

Another thing Is that a number of times our athletes have 
had to appear on the field In last year's suits. This not only 
detracts from their appearance, but also causes the school to 
lose a little prestige. 

Fellow students, think this proposition over. What Is going 
to be done about It? Are you going to let our school fall behind 
other schools in this respect? K. U. has a strong athletic de- 
partment. Why? Because students there pay their students' 
activities with their registration fees. The amount that goes to 
the athletic department from this source is approximately $8 a 

year. 

Talk it up! The sophomores voted for it unanimously 
at a recent meeting and the agricultural association have voted 
in favor of the plan. If athletics at this college is to have the 
prestige in the valley that it should hold the Aggie students must 
be willing to give their support in this matter.

The West has always a charm for the Easterner. Whether 
Its attraction be on account of its reputed wild and wooly quali- 
ties or because of the extravagant claims made by every West- 
erner for his climate, the attraction is very real. It is something 
that tbe West cannot afford to lose. It Is the great distinguishing 
feature between West and every other section of the country. 

Blastern students coming to K. S. A. C, drawn probably by 
this very charm of the West, have felt the Western spirit and 
learned to love it. They may not be able to describe the differ- 
ence between West and East In exact words, but they know there 
Is a difference. However far they have come, they have never 
thought themselves cheated.

Although the enrolment in all col- 
lege courses is possible up until June 
17, the number now enroled in sum- 
mer Gcliool at K. S. A. C. is 742, a 
number which exceeds by 100 any 
previous summer school record. The 
enrolment In summer school here 
last summer was, at the close of the 
semester, over 600 but at this time 
last year there were but 545 here. 
Dean E. L. Holton is head of the 
summer school courses. 

In spite of the heavy enrolment 
the faculty is quite adequate to care 
for the unprecedented number. 
About 100 faculty members are on 
the summer school pay roll, tbe ma- 
jority of these being regular faculty 
members of the college. Miss Nellie 
West who taught tbe courses in 
Bhortband and typewriting last sum- 
mer is to be here again to take this 
Work. 

The commercial work including 
shorthand and typewriting and a 
course .in business English taught by 
Prof. H. W. Davis of the English de- 
partment is to be given again this 
year and the vocational work which 
offers special opportunities for in- 
struction in vocational agriculture is 
proving one of the most popular 
courses offered. 

A codrse which has had perhaps 
the most phenomenal growth of any 
being taug?ht In the summer seflslon 
is the special coaching course which 
is being given by Coach Bachman. 
There are 40 enroled in this work. 

As classes are open for enrolment 
until June 17 it is probable that the 
number now in summer school may 
be increased considerably. A large 
percentage of tbe present enrolment 
is made up of former Aggie students, 
some of whom have been In college 
during the past year and others who 
have graduated and have come back 
for vocational agriculture work. 

An interesting series of assembly 
periods has been arranged for by 
Dean E. L. Holton. Each of the next 
four periods will be in charge of one 
of the deans of the college. Each 
dean in his talk, will give in a gen- 
eralized way, some idea of the scope 
of his division and what it alms to 
accomplish. 



fee as the number of semester hours 
taken is of sixteen semester hours. 

This ruling, it is believed, will en- 
able more professors to* work toward 
a degree than feel that they ca.i pay 
the regular fee when taking only a 
small assignment. There is an un- 
written law of the college to the ef- 
fect that no professor teaching shall 
take more than Ave hotirs of work. 

The order sent out by the board of 
administration reads, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

"On recommendation of the grad- 
uate council, the council of deans, 
and President Jardine, in order to 
encourage continuous graduate study 
towards a higher degree, it is ordered 
that a member of the faculty or oth- 
er regular employee of the college 
who takes college work for credit be 
charged, instead of' tbe regular in- 
cidental fee, an amount that is such 
a fraction of the incidental fee as the 
number of semester hours taken is of 
16 semester hours."

ENCOURAGE GRADUATE STUDY

TO CHARGE SMALLER FEE FOR

Until the Saturday before com- 
mencement this year the Kansas 
State Agricultural college has had 
no official color. For fifty years the 
college has continued its business of 
educating tbe youth of Kansas with- 
out the distinctive emblem of a col- 
lege color. It Is true that colors 
have been used, but this is where the 
sad part comes in, the colors used 
should not have been at all. 

Ask almost any student what the 
colors of the college are and he will 
respond, "purple and white." Purple 
and white are used in the decora- 
tions for nearly all Aggie affairs. At 
all functions of state or otherwise 
the white has insinuated itself into 
the company of the purple, royal col- 
or that it is. The white, as far as is 



lowed to suffer along for so many 
years without owning an official color 
is not generally known. It is con- 
ceded that there has been a terrible 
oversight some place. And how 
white came to be considered a part 
of the colors is also a bit hazy. Prob- 
ably some decorating committee pos- 
sessed sensitive eyes and the rich 
purple offended tbe sense of tbe 
aesthetic, whatever that is. Then 
the white became a habit, a sort of 
meek companion for Its more aggres- 
sive companion, the purple. 

Dean Willard, who has spent some 
time in tracing the origin of the col- 
or, has discovered that years ago, 
back somewhere in the nineties, the 
literary societies decided to adopt the 
Royal Purple as the official college 
color.

At the first assembly of the sum- 
mer session held yesterday morning 
President W. M. Jardine gave a brief 
outline of tbe history of the college, 
and told a little of the aims and 
ideals of the institution. 

A summary of the acts which 
made the land grant college possible 
was given, and the beginning of tbe 
main divisions of the college was 
sketched. President Jardine gave 
the order in which tho various 
branches of college work have been 
established as: first, the college prop- 
er; second, the experiment Btations; 
third, tbe extension work; and 
fourth, the vocational work for high 
schools. 

Dean E. L. Holton, head of the 
Slimmer school, announced that for 
each of the next four assembly por- 
tuds a dean of one of the divisions 
will have charge and will give some 
Idea of tbe scope of the work of his 
respective division. There will be 
music at each assembly period. 



Seventy-five teachers of vocational 
agriculture are among the summer 
school students not counted in the 
74 2 total enrolment as reported by 
the registrar. Some of the vocatlon- 
als will be here for the entire sum- 
mer session, others will leave at the 
end of the present week, and stlU 
others will stay during the following 
week. 

Officially, the meeting Is tho an- 
nual conference of the vocational 
tear hers. l.^st summer they spent a 
month on the campus taking odds 
and ends of courses which hBd been 
overlooked during their regular col- 
legiate course. This year's session la 
similar in every respect to that of last 
year except that attendance Is twice 
as great this summer. 

The week has been devoted exclu- 
sively to conferences in Waters hall. 
C. V, Williams, state director of vo- 
cational education. In In charge of 
the program, which Includes lectures 
by representntlvcs from almost every 
department on the hill. 

Tbe director of vocational educsr 
tion for Pennsylvania gave a series 
of talks during the fore part of the 
week. ■ ,• 

Porty'flve of the men who are atrv 
tending the conference have been 
actively engaged as vocational teach- 
ers during the last year. Api. addi- 
tional 16 men have definitely ar- 
ranged for positions next year. The 
rest hope to be placed before the 
opening of the next school year. 

A reappointment of the etate and 
national funds available for voca- 
tional (Mlucatlon- In Kansas was 
madn ut a meeting of the state board 
of education in Topeka this week. It 
will provide $1,250 Instead of $1,600 
for each school as In the past. This 
will make it possible to Increase tbe 
vocational schools In tbe state to 75 
instead of 60 as was previously 
planned. Mr. Williams was author- 
ized by the hoard to establish the IS 
F,chool8 according to regulations. . 

Tbe Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege trained 35 vocational teachers, 
more than any other school in the 
country, during the last year. All of 
these men will be placed In schools In 
Kansas or some other state. Voca- 
tional teachers have been supplied to 
schools in five states besides Kansas 
In the last year, and requests for men 
have been received by Director Wil- 
liams from 16 states. 

One hundred schools In Kansas are 
ready for the work when sufficient 
federal and state aid to go round is 
available. Several high schools in 
Kansas have established the voca- 
tional work without outside financial 
help.

1\'U1 Do ReHe»rch Work on Troplc«l 

DiMeaseH — 8ays Prices Are 

R«aM>iiAble 

Word has been received from Dr, 
James E. Ackert, of the xoology de- 
lta rtment that he ha8 reached Trini- 
dad, British West Indies, after a 
weeli's voyage from New York and 
is now ready to begin work. It will 
be remembered t.hat Doctor Ackert 
l)>ft the college about the middle of 
April on a year's leave of absence for 
Trinidad in company with other 
scientists to do research work on 
.~ome of the tropical diseases. 

Doctor Ackert's letter Is as fol- 
lows: "We sailed from Brooklyn, 
May 5, on scheduled time, passing 
liiindreds of anchored shipping crafts 
idle for want of cargo. These were 
scarcely out of sight when we round- 
ed Sandy Hook and entered one of the 
worst gales encountered this year. 
Ten hours of tossing and rolling 
thoroughly convinced all but three of 
the passengers that we were not good 
sailors. 

"With the storm over recovery was 
rapid and soon the variegated host 
aboard, including whites and blacks, 
chocolates and tans, and intervening 
shades, appeared on the upper deck. 
HuBlneSB men from Dutch Guiana, 
engineers from Scotland, tourists 
from the United States, and boosters 
from Trinidad were among this com- 
pany. 

*'By the fourth day out the frigid 
breezes had tempered and grays and 
blues gave way to white ducks and 
palm beaches. On the flftb we en- 
tered the torrid zone, and on the 
sixth day at noon, we saw the sun 
at our zenith. This day also yielded 
the first Bight of land — the Island of 
Sombrero at the margins of the At- 
lantic and Carrihean. 

"The policy of the Trinidad line is 
to feed amply and well. Six repasts 
are served daily — three regular 
meals and three lunches, al! of the 
choicest foods. Liquor may be pur- 
chased at will, but there is little 
drinking. 

"Reports Indicate that we should 
he reasonably comfortable In Trial' 
dad. Prices of commodities during 
and after the war were not permitted 
to soar on account of a prlceflzing 
commission of the Trlndad (English) 
government. While the health of the 
civilized population is generally 
good, there occur among the semi- 
ctvlUzed and ignorant people, hook 
worm disease, malaria, leprosy, ele- 
phantiasis (swollen legs) amoebic 
dysentry, no positive cures being 
known for the last three maladies."

"K." The star will be made in the 
nature of a scroll and will bear the 
names of the unfortunate Aggies. 
The care and upkeep of the "K" will 
be decided each year. The privilege 



of cleaning and painting the memor- 
ial will be granted to tbe freahmen 
or sophomores and will be decided by 
nature of competition between the 
two under classes. 

The second feature In the program 
of the association is the erection of 
a football score board which will 
record the plays by downs, together 
with the total score, at all times dur- 
ing the game. The board will be 
built at tbe west end of Ahearn field 
and will be large enough to be seen 
from al) parts of the grtdiro^.

Poultry man To Find Whether Hani

L. E. Payne of the poultry depart- 
ment, will carry on extensive experi- 
mental work in regard to the preser- 
vation of eggs this summer. At pre- 
sent he is testing which strength of 
water glass is mo«t efficient for use 
In egg preservation. He is also 
carrying on experiments to determ- 
ine whether bard water is better than 
soft water for use with water glass 
and in another project he is testing 
the comparative efHciency of boiled 
and unboiled water. 

Mr, Payne is also conducting ex- 
periments with the use of blue oint- 
ment and lodlum fluoride for fighting 
hen lice. Both methods of combat- 
ing tbe lice have been In use for some 
time but as yet no one has been able 
to determine which method Is the 
better. 



Efcgs Deposited on Planta by Com Ear 
Worms Are Counted at Different 
l*eriod8 During Planting Season 

A series of experiments as to the 
time that corn should be planted In 
order to obtain the maximum yield 
and the minimum amount of injury 
from corn worm, have been carried 
on for ten years at the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. The results 
show that corn planted on May 1 pro- 
duces a larger yield than that planted 
on April 15, May 15, June 1, or June 
15. and that the amount of corn ear 
worm injury is reduced from 5 to 40 
per cent. 

The corn ear worms are found in 
the corn flelds as reddish-brown 
pupae. The pupae are in cells in the 
soil from two to six inches Ijelow the 
surface. About the first of June the 
moths emerge from these cells and 
deposit their eggs on the upper sur- 
face of the corn leaves and in three 
or four days the worms have 
emerged and are found feeding in the 
curl of the plant. These worms be- 
come full grown In about 18 days 
and then enter the soil where they 
pupate. A second brood apiiears 
early in July and a third about the 
middle of August, The larvae of 
these two broods are the ones which 
Infect the ears. 

By an experiment conducted last 
year to determine the average num- 
ber of eggs deposited on a plant it 
was found that corn planted April 
15, recevled an average of 12 eggs; 
May 1, 11 eggs; May 15, 14 eggs; 
June 1. 71 eggs; and June 15. 114 
eggs. 

Although in the vicinity of Man- 
hattan. May 1 is the best time to 
plant corn, observations made with 
reference to other work Indicates 
that the date for southern K-ansas 
would he about April 20 to 25.

Agricultural engineering Is one ot 
the newer branches ot collegiate 
training which lead to a professional 
degree. In speaking of the possibil- 
ities of agricultural engineering at 
Kansas State Agricultural college W. 
H. Sanders, associate professor of ag- 
ricultural engineering, says that the 
man graduating in this course finds 
a broad field open to him. 

Probably the most important posi- 
tion In this Held Is that ot designer 
of Improved farm machinery. This 
would Include not only the designing 
of machinery used in the production 
of farm machinery, hut would In- 
clude also machinery for handling 
the finished product or for the manu- 
facinring of it Into those forms neces- 
sary for human consumption. 

The agricultural engineer may al- 
so take up the manufacturlng>of farm 
machinery. Another occupation 
which pays big money Is that ot en- 
gineering supervisor on large estates. 
On big farms whei-e there is a large 
crop production, and where the lat- 
est and largest types of farm ma- 
chinery, buildings, and other equip- 
ment are , utilized, the agricultural 
engineer is a prime requisite. The 
same activities would be advisable it 
a group of small farmers would unite 
and have their farms managed not as 
separate farms, hut as a complete 
unit. 

A position that is of special Impor- 
tance to the graduate is that of local 
advisor and engineering expert to the 
agricultural interests In his commun- 
ity. This phase of agricultural en- 
gineering holds a growing useful- 
ness, but is handicapped by the fact 
that other flelds otter more money, 
more Important official positions, and 
usually make possible a place ot 
residence In a larger city.

In one, the pa- 
tient is kept busy so that his mind 
may be free from thoughtH of his dis- 
ability; In the other be is kept coo- 
scloiiH nf his dlBability, knows what 
occupation wUI cure it and measures 
his Improvement by Increased ability 
and longer periods of work. Both 
theories are successful. 

The men in these hospitals are 
taught trades which they may follow 
when they leave. Thus occupation- 
al therapy may serve two purposes; 
correction of disability and provision 
for a means of livelihood. 

"Much has been done In the field 
of occupational therapy but there is a 
great deal more to be done," says 
Miss Louise Everhardy of the applied 
art department, who left the first 
of June for Supply, Okla., where she 
will organize a department of occu- 
pational therapy in the Western 
Oklahoma hospital. Later fn the 
summer she will go to Arizona where 
she will give two coumea In the uni- 
versity of the state. Before coming 
to K. S, A^ C. MlsB Elverbardy was in 
occupational tb;erapy worV ,,ln 'the 
pedicul departmeot i4 . the Uqlted 
States army. 

The training wljjch Is given to col- 
lejge girls he^e In handigi;aft, color, 
and design. Is a beginning to the 
work which is taught to those who 
wish to takirup 6ccupatlooftl the|:^py 
as a profeasion. In addition to the 
craft work, htwever, schools which 
train girts for this Occupation give 
courses In psychology of the abnorm- 
al and In methods of teaching In- 
valids.

At this 
time of the year particularly, disease 
is easily spread and vaccination Is 
recommended as a common-sense 
precaution."

and as a result became Involved In 
discord with the faculty. When 
Prfsidcni Fairchild came to the col- 
lege in 1879, he abolished moBt of 
the courses which President Ander- 
son had established but retained 
some of the fundamentals. These 
grew until 1898 when the division 
of general science became the lineal 
descendant of the old specialized 
line started by President Fairchild. 

In the general science division at 
present, less than two-thirds of the 
work is required. Thus it may be 
seen that this division offers the stu- 
df'nt the choice either of generaliz- 
ing more with his college work or of 
becoming highly sijeciallzed In a cer- 
tain line.

Louis meet he ran the mile and 
established a record for Abearn field 
at 4:21 3-5, four-fifths of a second 
under the Valley time for the dis- 
tance. Watson was a member of the 
American Olympic team last sum- 
mer, placing seventh In the steeple 
chase, an event unsulted both to his 
natural ability and to his training. 

The Aggte runner's fastest time In 
the half mile is 1:59 1-5 made In the 
meet with Missouri this year.

The yield of Kanred wheat will be 
higher than that of the common vari- 
eties of wheat this year, according to 
I'rof. S. C. Salmon of the agronomy 
(Ippartment, who has been working 
(III an inspection of Kanred wheat in 
the state. ^ 

When the inspection is completed, 
between S.OOO and 10,000 acres of 
wheat will have been inspected. The 
l>iirpose of the inspection is to elim- 
inate any danger of having impure 
s^eed for next year's crop. As some 
of the seed wheat sold has been adul- 
terated, in some cases consisting en- 
tirely of ordinary wheat, it is impor- 
tant that steps be taken to protect 
the Kanred seed buyers. 

The purity of the wheat inspected 
lias not been of the highest, as con- 
siderable smut and some rye has 
been found mixed with it. The acre- 
age in Kansas this year is estimated 
as being between 1,500,000 and 2,- 
000,000 acres. So far, the extreme 
northwestern part of the state is all 
that remains to be inspected. This 
inspection has been delayed due to 
the fact that harvest in the northwes- 
tern section of the state is usually 
later than that elsewhere. 

Much of the work of inspection 
has been carried out by J. J. Bayles 
and L. E. Willoughby, extension 
specialists. Professors of the agron- 
omy department have also aided in 
inspecting the wheat. Kansas Ful- 
ghum oats as well as Kanred wheat 
were Inspected on the trips.

Engineering Experlmenl Slaliim Mak- 
ing Invent igiit ions 

Investigating the capacity of vari- 
ous automatic ventilators to remove 
foul air fnim enolnscd rooms is the 
purpose of an experiment being con- 
ducted by the engineering experi- 
ment station under the direction of 
J. P. (alder wood and A. J. Mack. It 
is considered important because of 
the interest now being taken in the 
ventilation of schools, large factory 
buildiiiKS, and other places where 
large numbers of people must work. 

In carrying on the tests four gen- 
eral type.s of automatic ventilators 
are considered. These general types 
are the ordinary ventilator, the sy- 
phoning, the rotary and the syphon- 
ing-roiary type.

Knowiae the conditions as they exist 
it is easy to duplicate such condi- 
tions in aii artificial way. The action 
of the ventilators under actual condi- 
tions is then easily determined.

Boosting for county libraries of- 
fers one of the biggest opportunities 
for service afforded the rural teacher 
Ijelteves Miss Grace Derby, college 
librarian. 

Recent action of the Kansas legis- 
lature makes it possible for any 
county in the state to have a library. 
To obtain the library service 10 per 
cent of tlie voters In a county must 
petition for a general election to 
vote on the question. The maxi- 
mum tax which can be levied for lib- 
rary pur poses is one- ha It mill. Al- 
ready 1 A states have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to have 
county libraries. 

As few people are even aware that 
such action has been taken by the 
Kansas legislature, the country 
teiicher'8 opportunity, believes Miss 
Derby, lies in putting the county 
school pn){)nsitl<m before the people. 

The county library is designed to 
meet the needs of the rural popula- 
tion of the state. The county library 
Is a free public lending library main- 
tained by the county with books and 
magazines. The headquarters are at 
a central library generally located at 
the county sent, and the branch lib- 
raries are In smaller towns. Smaller 
collections are put in stores, schools, 
and churches. Rural teachem are 
allowed lo borrow from all collnc- 
lionw for use in schools rooms. In 
cimnection with dome county librar- 
ies !i book tru<'k makes regular, trips 
over tile county taking a big collec- 
tion of books to the farmer's door.

In the machinery thus bought for 
K. S. A. C. were three drill presses, 
seven lathes, an automatic screw ma- 
chine, a hand screw machine, a plan- 
er, and a grinder. To illustrate the 
Immense saving, a drill which cost 
the government $135 was bought for 
$17, The same drill would now 
command a selling price of $265 in 
the market.

In Author of SctentlAc Book 

A former Aggie lecturer. Dr. Arvid 
Reuterdabl, who is now dean of the 
department of engineering |tnd ar- 
chitecture at the college of St. 
Thomas, St. Paul, Minn., haa taken 
issue with Einstein's theory of niar 
tivity In a late book entitled "Etolen- 
tific Telsm." Arthur Bennington 
comments on the book In the New 
York Bun. 

"Soon after Professor Einstein ar- 
rived In America his theory of rela- 
tivity was called 'bunk,' In scien- 
tific terms, of course. The name of 
the man who thus dared to attack 
the latest demigod of the scientific 
world had never been trumpeted to 
the end of the earth, but was known 
among engineers, electricians, and 
chemists. For Dr. Arvid Reuterdabl 
is dean of the department of engin- 
eering and architecture in the col- 
lege of St. Thomas. St. Paul, Minn., 
he has been a lecturer at the Kansas 
State Agricultural college and the 
University of Kansas, and pabllahed, 
as early aa 1901, tn the 'Tnuiaae- 
ttons of the American Electrochemi- 
cal Society' an exposition of a 
theory of relativity, that was all his 
own, 

"Blniteln had said that there were 
not more than a dozen men tn the 
world who cenid tindtfatand hla 
theory of relativity. Ctoctor Reuter- 
dabl Is one of the dozen. Not only 
does he understand Einstein's theory 
but has challenged Einstein to de- 
fend it in a debate,

A. V. DIvlsIm Could FUwe 

Move Meto 

R. A. Seaton, head ot the engin* 
eering division, the third college 
dean to speak at the summer school 
assembly, add r siaa a the atadaala 

Thursday, June 29. 

"Engineering is a oonitrttctive pro- 
fession," said Dean Seaton. "The 
engineer harnesses the toroes of na- 
ture and sets them to work for his 
tellowmen; and from the materials 
of nature he buUda the atmetnreik 
machinery, and appantna whleh piny 
so large a part In the modern life ot 
the clvillied part of the world. 
A Profession of Service 

"Engineering la distinctly a pro- 
fession of service, ministering to the 
physical well-being, pleasure, and 
comfort of mankind. Engineering 
multiplies many told the power of 
the individual and so makes possible 
moat ot the luxuries we enjoy. It la 
perhaps those who live In cities who 
owe to engineering the largest debt, 
but in recent yeare there has been an 
Increasing extension of the benefits 
derived from the work o( the engin- 
eer to those who live in the country 
and In the smaller towns and vil- 
lages. 

"It is, perhaps, hardly necessary 
to say that engineering does not oon- 
slst fundamentally in the operation 
of engines, and that the man who 
runs a traction engine, a small sta- 
tionary power plant, or a locomotive 
is not an engineer In the more gen* 
eral sense.' 

Is Npcensary to OtTlUsatlon 

"The great world war ahowed eott- 
ctuslvely that the nations ot the 
world are absolutely dependent up- 
on the engineer and his products tor 
their security In time of war, and it 
is equally true that our civilisation 
could not exist without the work of 
the engineer In time of peace. His 
work touches us at every angle, and 
should we by any chance be deprived 
of the results of this work, we should 
lapse almost immediately Into a 
very primitive state ot existence. 
Many Positions Open 

"The war directed the attention ot 
the world to the work of the en- 
gineers, and 'the demand for engin- 
eers since the war has been far great- 
er than at any previous period in the 
history of this country. Bven dur- 
ing the present period of comparative 
stagnation of business, the supply of 
engineers is less than the demand. 
The engineering division of the col- 
lege could have placed In attractive 
positions many more engineers than 
were graduated last spring. 

KauNHN Growing Indniitrially 

"We are accustomed to think and 
speak of Kansas as an agricultural 
state. It Is a great agricultural state, 
standing near the top in its produc- 
tion of agricultural products, but is 
Is also coming to be of much Impor- 
tance as a manufacturing and indus- 
trial state. 

"How many ot us know that the 
value ot the manufactured prodnota 
of Kanaas la praetl««lly eaual to the 
total value of all her farm prodnetaT 
A considerable amount of this value, 
of course, lies in the raw material 
used, such as grain and livestock, yet 
the value aided by the manufactur- 
ing processes Is nearly one-third aa 
much as the total value of all the 
farm crops of the state. Kansas la 
still a young state, comparatively 
speaking, and it has been the history 
of practically all of our states that 
the agricultural development has 
preceded the industrial develoiH 
ment."

The Kaneae State Board of Agri- 
culture, whicb coDBlBtB of two mem- 
bers from each of the cougresslonal 
districts together with the secretair. 
J. C. Mohler, and bis assistant secre- 
tair* met at K. 8. A. O. on Mon- 
day and Tuesday. Juljr 11 and IS. 

The meotlnc wms held h»n at 
the iQvltatlon of F. D. Farrell, head 
of the division of agriculture. In Is- 
suing the loTitation he was actuated 
by a desire to make It possible for the 
board to begin a systematic study of 
tbe work of the agricultural experi- 
ment station. The 16 members of 
the board are all prominent in agri- 
cultural activities. They are widely 
distributed throughout the state, and 
for tbese reasons It Is desirable that 
they have as clear an understanding 
as possible regarding tbe functions 
of the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion and regarding the work It has In 
progress. 

In inviting the board to bold Its 
quarterly meeting here thla moatli. 
Dean Farrell also suggested that one 
quarterly meeting be held here each 
year In order that the board's study 
of the experiment station and its 
work might be made a continuing en- 
terprise. 

"This invitation Is a part of the 
plan the experiment station Is fol- 
lowing of asking statewide .agricul- 
tural organisations, both ofllcial and 
unofficial, to hold meetings at the ag- 
ricultural experiment station In or- 
der that, through a better under- 
standing of tbe Nvork of the station 
on tbe part of agricultural leaders. 
who are members and officers of 
these organizations, the value of the 
station to tbe agriculture of the state 
might be increased," Dean Farrell 
aatd. 

During tbe past year fibout 20 
Statewide organizations have held 
meetings here. Tbese organizations 
Include tbe state bankers' associatloo, 
tbe crop improvement association, 
the dairy association, various live- 
stock breeders' organizations, and 
several others. 

At the maeting, all of 
Monday forenoon vaa deToted to a 
study of certain of the experiment 
station Investigational projects. The 
afternoon and evening of Monday 
were devoted to the regular quarterly 
business meeting of the board, and 
both forenoon and afternoon of Tues- 
day were used by the hoard in 
studying certain of the investigation- 
al projects of the station. At pre- 
sent there are about 7B primary In- 
vestigational projects In progress, 
many of them being subdivided Into 
Moondary projecta.

"Lamb Feeding InvestlgatioDs, 
1919-20" and "Swine Feeding In- 
veBtiRations, 19]9-'20,*' are the two 
latest circulars published by the ag- 
ricultural experiment station of the 
college. These circulars have just 
been received at the station and are 
now ready for distribution. 

The lamb feeding investigations 
were carried on by Prof. A. M. Pat- 
erson and Prof. H. B. Winchester of 
the animal husbandry department. It 
was determined from these tests that 
fat lambs weighing from 80 to S& 
pounds are in tbe greatest demand 
on the market and that th«f bring 
the highest prloea. For thia reaaon 
the department recommends Iambi 
weighing around S6 pounds as being 
the most profitable to feed for by the 
time they have reached a weight of 
&0 pounds they are fat enough tor 
the market. 

Tbe swine feeding testa were car- 
ried on by Prof. E. F. Ferrin and 
Prof. H. B. Winchester. Tbe tests 
consisted of determining the value of 
barley as compared with that ot com 
for growing pigs on alfalfa pasture. 
The conclusions reached were that 
barley was not as satisfactory in 
comparison with corn as it was in 
the experiments at other stations.

M<rfianiined Kamal and Peter Solo- 
mon Are Averse to American Rush 
— Like America and K. B. A. C. 

They came direct from Cairo. 
Egypt, to K. S. A. C. because they 
knew what they wanted and they 
knew that K. 8. A. C. had it. 

, Mohammed Kamal and Peter Sol- 
omon, Egyptian students whose home 
address is Cairo are special students 
In entomology. Kamal, whose fath- 
er is chief justice in tbe superior 
court at Cairo, entered school in 
February and was followed by Solo- 
mon In April. 

Tbe men are intensely interested 
in agriculture and in American 
methods. They are specializing in 
entomology with the Intention of re- 
turning to Egypt to engage in re- 
search work in the government bu- 
reau. Egypt is troubled with small 
grain Insects similar to those of the 
American species and the work la 
practical. 

The men, who speak English fiu- 
ently, are graduates of tbe College 
of Agriculture at Griza, situated Just 
outside Cairo. They share, with the 
European, tbe aversion to the Ameri- 
can rush and bluster. Life, they 
think. Is amply long enough to per- 
mit of more leisure and painstaking. 
Especially do they regard rush as In- 
jurious when extended to educational 
activities. Education, they think, is 
something that should be sipped and 
enjoyed rather than gulped down at 
a few swallows. They do not favor 
the one hour final, as there it is not 
time, they think, to permit of com- 
prehensive treatment of a subject 
about to be left forever. When the 
professors talk too fast they take 
notes in Sanscrit. 

Mr. Kamal and Mr. Solomon are 
devotedly Interested in Egypt and 
are anxious for America to know 
more of the economic activity of the 
country. Egypt Is an agricultural 
country that makes use of modern 
American labor saving machinery In 
many Instances. They do not, how- 
ever, advise the ambitious young 
farmer to consider taking out a claim 
there- as land setl^ tor two and three 
thousand dollars an acre and rents 
for 1150 annually. Cotton Is tbe prin- 
cipal crop and the land yields two 
and sometimes three crops a year. 
An acre of cotton is worth normally 
about $400. 

They like America and they tike 
K. S. A. C. but they were, perhaps 
diplomatically, noncommittal when 
questioned as to what they thought 
of American girls. Conditions In 
Egypt point to an emancipation of 
the woman from the veil. Such a 
step they think will precede a change 
In tbe economic system that will pro- 
vide a place for tbe Egyptian woman. 

Mr. Kamal and Mr. Solomon at- 
tended K. S. A. C. through the rec- 
ommendation of Doctor Freeman 
who is teaching at tbe College of Ag- 
riculture at Griza. Mr. Kamal made 
a statement that should be of much 
interest to American educators; 
"Egypt is much Interested in Ameri- 
can agriculture and agricultural 
methods. Every year we send out 
many students to foreign countries. 
Many of them would come to the 
United States if they knew anything 
about American schools. They are 
not advertised. So they go to Eng- 
land or the continent, to the schools 
j that they know something about."

WARNING OF IVY POISONING 



SIANY STUDENTS SUFFER FROM 
Kt^FECT OF PLANT 



I'oi^ion Ivy In Plentiful on Campos — 

Effects of Contact With IHant 

Differ Widely 

Ivy poisoning is the predomina- 
ting ailment among summer school 
students according to Dr. C. M. Siev- 
er, college physician. 

Ivy poisoning is contracted by con- 
tact with tbe poison Ivy plant which 
is usually found along fences or stone 
walls. Poison ivy is very abundant 
on the college campus. Tbe plant 
may be Identified by tbe fact that 
each stem has three leaves closely at- 
tached, tbe leaves varying In color 
from light to dark green and ranging 
from one to four inches in length. 

Poison ivy has a wide variation of 
effect. Some persons are Immune, 
others only slightly susceptible, while 
many can scarcely go near tbe plant 
w'.iaouL being poisoned. Polsouing 
from the plant results in an irritation 
of the skin which may break out im- 
mediately but usually does so sever- 
al days after exposure. 

The first indication of infection is 
often swelling and irritation between 
tbe fingers. The poisoning may be, 
but seldom is carried by one person 
to another. Doctor Siever advises 
that students take care to avoid the 
ivy as it has a very disagreeable ef- 
fect and is especially irritating in tbe 
summer months.

More mtaii Justify Bzlstenoe ot 

Instltatlon, Says Dean 

"Within the paat 100 years, and 
especially within the past 60 years, 

I there has been a wondertol awaken- 
ing to the fact that farm practices 
and farm life may be Immeaaurably 
benefited through the applieatlou of 
science to rural atfalra," latd D«an 

I F. D. Farrell of tbe dlTislon ot agri- 
culture at assembly Thursday morn- 
ing. 

"Science Is now applied so exten- 
sively in agriculture that we fre- 
quently hear the expression 'the sel- 
ence of agriculture.* 

Explains **Cow College" 

"The teaching of agrtonlture at 
K. 8. A. C. and at other good agri- 
Gultural colleges Is simply a spec- 
ialised application of certain features 
of the basic sciences to agrlealture 
and rural life. As la the eaae with 
most good new things, tbe teaching 
of agriculture has been subjected to 
a great deal of contempt. Agricul- 
tural colleges have been, and In 
some instances still are, referred to, 
contemptuously, as cow colleges. This 
eontempt has several causes. In the 
early days, ot agricultural colleges 
the teaching of agriculture was, of 
necessity, crude, and It perhaps de- 
served some contempt it received 
from people who were engaged In 
better establlsbed fields of educa- 
tion. Furtherm.ore, agriculture 
dealt with supposedly commonplace 
things — sou, plant lite, weather, do- 
mestic animals; and man frequently 
despises the commonplace. Even farm- 
ers, as well as teachers, were con- 
temptuous, just as at present many 
printers and newspaper men are con- 
temptuous of the efforts of colleges 
to teach journalism and printing. 
Agrfcultare Now Respectable 

"But now the teaching of agricul- 
ture, like the teaching of home eco- 
nomics, in the American agriculture 
al colleges Is coming to be regarded 
as quite respectable. Generally 
speaking, any contempt for it nowa- 
days is due to ignorance. 

"The wide spread misunderstand- 
ing of agricultural teaching has had 
many advantages. It has helped ag- 
ricultural teaching to develop slow- 
ly, and on tbe whole sanely. Gener- 
ally speaking, it has prevented agri- 
cultural teaching from becoming a 
fad and from suffering the fate of all 
fads. 

Curriculum Is Varied 

"It is not generally understood 
that the agricultural curriculum here 
contains such a large proportion (61 
per cent) of subject matter that Is 
not agricultural. 

"K. S. A. C. has now graduated 22 
classes from the agricultural ourricn- 
lum. The total number of agricul- 
tural graduates is now about 1,000. 
Of these, 86 per cent are In agricul- 
tural occupations and 14 per cent 
In non-agricultural occupations. 

"It is an excellent indication that 
as many as 14 per cent of the agri- 
cultural graduates are in the non-ag- 
ricultural occupations. An educa* 
cational institution which trains a 
man so as to fit him for one occupa- 
tion and unfit him for others is not 
an educational institution In the best 
sense, but a factory- and a very un- 
desirable factory at that. 

Records Jnstify InstttotlOB 

"The records of the agrlcaltnral 
graduates of this Institution more 
than justify tbe existence ot the In* 
stitutlon. They also prove the ade- 
quacy of the agricultural training 
here and furnish a basis for hoping, 
in fact tor expecting, that tbe eou- 
tlnuation of agricultural teaching la 
the best hope we have tor the future 
of American agriculture and one of 
the best hopes we have for the future 
welfare of the United States."

Cr«?»te 22 Positions — I'romotc 61 on 
Teaching Fiti^ulty — Budget Ap- 
proved Practically as Recom- 
mended 



With the official approval of the 
state board of adminiatration placed 
upon next year's college budget in 
practically the same form that the 
budget was recommended by Presi- 
dent Jardine, the college is placed in 
a comfortable position both from the 
point of training and that of strong 
faculty and equipment. 

In the past few years there has 
been some dissatisfaction experi- 
enced among the faculty on account 
of the non-uniformity and inequali- 
ties in the salaries, but It is the be- 
lief of President W. M. Jardine that 
the action that has just been taken 
by the board has adjusted all of 
these discrepancies. Although the 
increases In the salaries of members 
of the faculty do not amount to a 
great deal, the way that they have 
been distributed will contribute 
much to the build iug up of a splen- 
did spirit among the faculty, it is be- 
lieved. The average increase in sal- 
ary Is in the neighborhood of 7 per 
cent. 

Twenty new positions have been 
created. With an increase in the 
number of assistants, the teaching 
load has been materially reduced and 
large classes can now be divided so 
that the students can be given more 
individual attention'. With the en- 
rolment of the college increasing 
every year, more and more difBculty 
has been experienced by the instruc- 
tors in doing Justice to the individ- 
ual student on account of the large 
classes. With the creation of these 
new positions the long looited for 
remedy has bpen found. 

Fifty-one promotions among the 
teaching faculty will also be one of 
the results of the board's approval. 
Plve of the faculty with the rank of 
associate professor have been pro- 
moted to full professorships; thir- 
teen with the rank of assistant pro- 
fessor have been made associate pro- 
fessors; 21 instructors have been 
raised to the rank of assistant pro- 
fessors; and i2 assistants have been 
made Instructors. These promotions 
are only those of the regular teach- 
ing staff jnd do not take into con- 
sideration the promotions made in 
the extension work. 



KANRED WHEAT DEVELOPED AT 
K.S.A.C. MAISTALN8 RECORD 



Has Oatyleldcd Both Turkey and 
Klinrkof This Year 

Kanred 'wheat,- the rust resistant 
variety developed by the K. S. A, C. 
experiment station has continued its 
former record of outyielding Turkey 
and Kharkof wheat this year, accord- 
ing to reports that have come in to 
the offices of the Kansas Crop Im- 
provement association, which con- 
trols the distribution of pure Kanred 
seed. 

The Kansas Crop Improvement as- 
sociation, which sponsored the intro- 
duction of Kanred wheat into Kan- 
sas Helds after the new variety had 



been developed by the K. S. A. C. ex- 
perts at the experiment station, in- 
abgurated last year a program of 
improvement of all Kansas grain 
crops and has already shown pro- 
gress toward its accomplishment. 
Prof. S. C. Salmon is secretary of the 
Kansas Crop Improvement associa- 
tion.

METHODS HESBIAN FLY CONTROL 



.>Iethods Are R(»nlt of Ten Vearfi of 
Experiments 

Bankers of Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, and Oklahoma are cooper- 
ating with farmers of the four states 
In controlling the Hessian fly, an in- 
sect pest which would destroy mil- 
lions of dollars worth of wheat an- 
nually If not controlled. 

Control measures worked out in a 
10 year experiment under the direc- 
tion of the college are advocated by 
the bankers. 

Full details of the method are con- 
tained In a letter of which Ave copies 
were sent to each bank In the four 
Ettates by the Federal Reserve bank 
of Kansas City. Within a week the 
Kansas City concern was deluged 
with orders from banks for copies of 
the instructions, wanting all the way 
from 50 to 1,500. 

The suggested measures for con- 
trolling the insect follow: 

1. Bury the Hessian fly by plow- 
ing under deeply as soon as practical 
after harvest, all wheat stubble ex 
cept fields In which there is a good 
stand of clover. 

2. Prevent the fly from escaping 
by following the plow with a harrow, 
drag, or disc to compact md pul- 
verize the soil. 

3. Starve the fly by cultivating 
the plowed ground after rains during 
tbe summer and fall to keep down 
tbe volunteer wheat. 

4. Walt to BOW the wheat crop un- 
til on, or soon after, the fly free date 
for your county. 

A map showing the fly free date of 
each county in each state as worked* 
out by the experiment stations ac- 
companied the letter.

EIGHTY PER GENT TRINIDAD 
INHABITANTS HAVE HDOKWORM 



J. E. ACKCiRT FINDS INTEREST- 
IXG FIELD FOR EXPERIHEyTS 



ZooloKy Professor Has Been in Trln- 

iOad Since February — ^WOl Return 

in September 

J. E. Ackert, professor of zoology 
at K. S. A. C, has been absent from 
the school since February making a 
special investigation of the hook- 
worm in Trinidad. He will return to 
Kansas in September, The folIowlDg 
excerpts from a letter received ~re- 
cently by Dean F. D. Farrell, give 
some interesting facts about condi- 
tions in Trinidad and Professor Ac- 
kert's life there. . ' . 

"While I write, six women and If) 
children are on the porch of the cen- 
tral dwelling. All of them appear to 
live there, but just what the division 
of families is, we have not learned. 
Our house. Just across the street, is 
somewhat above the street and in the 
edge of the Canadian mission 
grounds. It is an unscreened eight 
room bungalow built on cement posts 
extending four to six feet above the 
ground. From here we see so much 
of the CooHe (East Indian) life that 
I have some appreciation ot what 
Doctor Nabours was exposed to in 
some of his travels. The men are fre- 
quently bare to the waist and always 
from the thighs down, while the 
children from five to 10 are complete- 
ly clad In a shirt and hat. The 
younger ones usually wear silver 
bracelets and a string around the 
hips. The women, on the other hand 
are always modestly, though thinly, 
dressed. The Creole men dress much 
as we do If they have the clothing, as 
do also the Creole women and older 
children. Sculpture in bronze is a 
daily sight both among the Creole 
and Bast Indian youngsters. 

"Our work is at Princes Town, 
eight miles east, and the morning 
and evening rides in a Ford over the 
winding asphalt roads past cane and 
rice fields and ragged coolies are al- 
ways new and interesting, 

"The weather Is deceiving. A 
thermograph In the house registers 
70-86 "F. for May and June. We are 
comfortable when in the shade. But 
In the sun between nine and four a 
foreigner needs his cork helmet. 
Both Director Cort and I were slight- 
ly overheated In our first field work 
of an hour, In spite of our helmets. 
It rains practically every day, some- 
times In 'cloudbursts' but usually in 
showers which clear up in 20 min- 
utes. They are practically no Incon- 
venience. I was surprised last week 
to find that the surface of the soil In 
the blazing aun was only 100 "F. This 
low temperature must be due to the 
rapid evaporation. 

"Our laboratory Is a dwelling 
which we transformed quickly into a 
very workable laboratory. It is in 
the heart of one of the most heavily 
Infested areas in Trinidad. Eighty 
per cent of the people are infested 
with hookworms and some of them 
are wholly incapacitated by the in- 
festation. Others can do much dr 
little, depending on circumstances. 

"This Is certainly a wonderful op- 
portunity to study hookworm. Asso- 
ciated with our party ot four is Doc- 
tor Payne, M. D., who has been pros- 
ecuting hookworm treatment cam- 
paigns in Trinidad for five years. We 
accompany him to see all phases of 
such a campaign. Doctor Payne 
knows the practical side and that Is 
invaluable to us. 

"Mrs. Ackert presides over the 
household In San Fernando, directing 
the work of two colored maids, and 
making certain that all water and 
nitlk are boiled before using and 
food safely prepared. I don't know 
what we would have done without 
her. We get our ciidday meal 
(called breakfast) at a clean Creole 
home In Princes Town. The food Is 
all right, but everything is killed 
with pepper or sickening cocoanut 
oil, except the bread (no butter) and 



delicious oranges and bananas 
(called figs) . But mornings and eve- 
nings we have anything we want 
that we have In Manhattan. 

"Naturally and professionally, I 
observe the various agricultural 
phases, especially the stock. Don- 
keys, Indian cattle and goats thrive 
on hard usage, but the horses (small 
coach), pigs, dogs, and cats lead a 
miserable existence for the most 
part. The government agricultural 
experiment station Imports stock both 
from England and from the United 
States. Prior to 1910, 80 per. cent of 
the stock imported from these coun- 
tries died within a few months, Texas 
fever and strongylosis are their two 
most important diseases now. Texas 
fever is pretty well under control, by 
hybridization with Indian cattle and 
early treatment with quinine. But 
strongylosis reaps a heavy toll every 
year. The steamship leaves soon for 
New York so I must stop. As we 
leave for work at 7 a, m. and return 
from 5:30 to 7:00 p. m., my time for 
correspondence is very limited, and 
I find to my sorrow that I shall be 
unable to write most of the letters I 
had planned."

Bull snakes five or six feet long 
are mere playthings for J. B. Rogers, 
Instructor In the zoology depart- 
ment. Mr. Rogers has two snakes at 
present, the largest one weighing 
1,130 grams and the other 945 grams. 

A ground gopher weighing 150 
grams is just a good meal for one of 
the reptile playthings. One holds the 
record of eating five rats within a 
few minutes. Other rodents eaten 
by the snakes are moles and field 
mice, and sometimes English spar- 
rows and young chickens. 

Mr, Rogers believes that this type 
of snake should be protected by law 
as it is a destroyer of many harmful 
field rodents.

HOME STUDV SERVICE ENROL- 
MEXT INCREASES «5 PER CENT 



During Past Year 166,080 BoUetins 

Have Been Sent Oat by the 

Department 

Enrolment In vocational courses in 
the home study service department 
Increased from 694 to 1,629 during 
the past year, while enrolment In 
credit courses increased from 5,986 
to 7,454. An understanding of the 
Immense amount of work done 
throughout the state may be gained 
from the fact that during the past 
year 166,530 bulletins have been 
sent out. 

The principal work of the home 
study service department is Included 
lu vocational courses which give 
scientific training, and credit cour- 
ses which may be used for college or 
high school credit. Study centers. In 
which faculty members meet organ- 
ized groups out' In the state for sys- 
tematic study of special subjects, 
have been very beneficial. Among the 
other lines of work are those dealing 
with information service, and bulle- 
tin supply service. 

Probably the courses that give the 
greatest help to rural communities 
are those In school organization ser- 
vice, in which communities are 
helped to consolidate rural schools 
and rural high schools. The lantern 
slide service has circulated especial- 
ly prepared lantern slides that are 
available anywhere in the state. 

The home study service depart- 
ment has had a growth ot 65 per 
cent during the last year. When It 
is figured that one correspondence 
lesson covers a little over a week's 
work In a two hour class the 9, OS 3 
lessons handled In the department 
during the past year are equivalent 
to about 1,135 semester hours.

They are learning Bachman foot- 
ball In July. There may be those 
who think the Kansas harvest fields 
are disagreeable, but you couldn't 
convince Coach Charles Bachman's 
summer school class that It is so, 
Unless one has fought a charging sled 
or a tackling dummy In summer he 
can have no conception of the ter- 
rors of a Kansas sun. 

You can't learn football off a 
blackboard. You have to do It, 
That's Bachman's theory. 

Eighty are enroled in the various 
classes of the Aggie summer school, 
nearly half of whom are taking foot- 
ball. Other classes are basketball, 
playground work, and baseball. 
Games and aesthetic dancing for wo- 
men also are taught In the depart- 
ment ot physical training this sum- 
mer. 

Bachman*^ class in football haH 
the largest enrolment ot any. More 
than 40 are in It, many ot whom will 
coach high school football In Kan- 
sas this tall. 

A style ot football new to the val- 
ley is being developed under Bach- 
man. While It resembles ^e famous 
Notre Dame game In many respects, 
there are adaptations which Bach- 
man has added and certain features 
of the Xotre Dame style which he has 
discarded. The Bachman, or the 
Kansas Aggie style of football, is go- 
ing to begin to characterize the play- 



ing of more than a score ot Kansas 
high schools this fall when the 
coaches working here this summer 
go back to the various towns and ci- 
ties where they have contracts to 
coach. 

Whether or not the Aggie system 
Is going to influence permanently the 
football of Kansas or the valley prob- 
ably will be largely decided this tall 
when the Aggie team faces the hard- 
est schedule ot its history and when 
the Bachman coaches try their brand 
of the game in high school athletics.

Twelve of Ilriilnj* TeNted Wi'lv Found 

To Ik> Infectwl — He^ul of Mad 

Skunk Ih Sent In 

Twenty-four beads ot animals sus- 
pected of being Infected with rabies 
have been examined In the pathology 
laboratory of the college division of 
veterinary medicine since last Jan- 
uary 1. 

Twelve of the brains examined 
since January were found to be In- 
fected with rabies, 10 returning 
a negative result, one being decom- 
posed, and the other suspicious, but 
not positive. 

The pasteur treatment, which can 
be given by any physician. Is recom- 
mended In cases where a person has 
been bitten by an animal having rab- 
ies. 

The disease of rabies, which is the 
same as hydrophobia, is common 
among animals, the germ being trans- 
mitted by means ot saliva. It is be- 
lieved by some scientists to be herod- 
Uury, although this fact has not boon 
established. 

The head of a skunk which had 
bitten !i man and a ch'ld was recent- 
ly examined htire and found to be in- 
fected. Thfi skunk had attacked tho 
child only a few yards from the 
bunie. The father succeeded In kill- 
ing the animal but was also bitten 
In tbn fight with the skunk. 

If the Pasteur treatment is given 
without diilay the patient recovers. 

"What about the efficacy of a mad 
stone?" the pathologist who examines 
brains of suspected animals sent to 
the college was asked. 

He replied by affording the visitor 
an opportunity to view the deadly vi- 
rus under a microscope, 

"Sitting on a mad stone sometimes 
fffects cures when the patient has 
not been Infected," he said.

One of the foremost animal and 
plant breeding stations In the United 
States is at K. S. A. C, 

At present, four geneticists are 
worlflng on experiments here, while 
no other agricultural college in the 
United States has more than two. 
Cornell, Harvard, and Columhia uni- 
verslties are the other leading col^ 
leges in animal and plant breeding 
work. 

The four genticlsts at K. S. A. C. 
are Dr. R. K. Nabours of the zoology 
department, Dr. H. L. Ibsen of the 
animal husbandry department. Dr. 
W. A. Llppincott of the poultry hus- 
bandry department, and Prof. John 
H, Parker of the agronomy depart- 
ment. 

The largest tame rat ever known 
weighs 713 grams and Is now only 
nineteen months old. This one is 
the offspring of the former heavy- 
weight rat, which weighed 63 3 
grams. 

It Is known by every one tlint size 
is inherited by the offspring from 
the parents. Factors of Inheritance 
are transmitted in this way by chro- 
mosomes. This in commonly known, 
but the knowledge that scientists and 
many people are seeking, Is which 
characters are dominant and which 
are not and why only certain units 
are contributed by the respective 
parents. Also, the questUm nrlses as 
to why some characters are not in- 
herited unless they arc combined 
with others. Dr. Ibsen has shown 
this, In that all his yellow rats are 
very much sraaller than those of oth- 
er colors. 

The offsiiring from one pah- of rats 
since the flrHt of January last year 
numbers 500. Doctor Ibsen is ex- 
perimenting with more than 400 
guinea pigs. These animals are 
used rather than larger ones be- 
cause of the inexpensive cost of feed- 
ing material and the easy manner 
in which they may be handled. 

Doctor Nahours is cross breeding 
many varieties of grasshoppers to 
Ilnd out the underlying factors which 
are influencing the inheritance of | 
certain color patterns. The same 
problems can be worked out with 
grasshoppers as can be by the use of 
larger animals. 

The Information found during the 
past 10 years with grasshoppers 
would take sixteen centuries to ob- 
tain if human beings were used. Be- 
sides color imttm'us. other character- 
istics ow which Doctor Nahours Is 
working are those which cauae iib- 
noruKiHtioB of size and shape, also 
characters influencing behavior and 
habits. 

The work of Doctor Llppincott. 
head of the department of poultry 
production has been with the in- 
breeding of poultry. Many people 
are suspicious if not superstitious 
about InlireinUug. Doctor Llppincott 's 
work on inbreeding has shown no 
bad effects, either on egg production 
or on the health of poultry up to the 
present time. As his experiments 
have only been in progress for a few 
years the outcome is not certain. 
Hens that are the offspring of broth- 
er and sister matlngs are laying as 
high as 200 eggs annually. 

Prof. John H. Parker, who is in 
charge of crop improvement at K. S. 
^. C, has made distinct progress 
along plant breeding lines duqing 
the past year which ended June 30, 
1921. In studying winter hardiness 
in wheat a large number of selections 
from hybrids involving extremely 
hardy parental sorts, were grown in 
the nursery and data obtained. Eigh- 
teen varieties of winter wheat were 
grown, Kanred having an average 
survival of 76.3 per cent, while for 
Clark's Blackhull the per cent of sur- 



vival was only S3. 7. Other charac- 
teristics which were experimented 
for were grain Quality, resistance to 
leaf rust, a beardless head and earll- 
neas in maturity. 

An extensive pedigree selection ex- 
periment 1b in progress with Burt 
oats. Burt is an early smut-resis- 
tant variety adapted for spring sow- 
ing In the south, and is one of the 
highest yielding varieties in Kansas 
and Nebraska. It Is usually classi- 
fled and graded as a red oat but re- 
sembles the white oat group in some 
characters. 

It Is expected that this experi- 
mental work will throw some light 
on the origin and proper classifica- 
tion of Burt oats, and it is hoped 
that It will result in the production 
of a pure line which will breed true 
for grain characters, and which will 
have the same combination of desir- 
able characters. 

Experimental data has also been 
obtained on comparative yields of 
barley. 

Earworm resistant varieties of corn 
having protective husks were ob- 
tained from the southern states 
through the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. This material 
win be used in experiments In co- 
operation with the entomology de- 
partment. 

With sorghums, data has been ob- 
tained on the inheritance, on the 
character of the stalk, pithy or juicy, 
on smut resistance, density of head, 
grain color, glume color, and cover- 
ing of grain by the glumes.

Comfort C'onunanded First Co>in|i«ny 

of Americans to Meet Germans 

In Actual FlffhtfnK 

The body of Captain W. E. Com- 
fort who was killed In France was 
burled with full military honors in 
Sunset cemetery here Sunday after- 
noon, July 24. 

Captain Comfort was a former 
student at K. S. A. C. and was grad- 
uated from the civil engineering de- 
partment with high honors in 1914. 
Previous to the war he was a drain- 
age engineer with the department of 
agriculture at Washington, He re- 
ceived his lieutenant's commission 
March, 1917, and was later promoted 
to a captaincy. 

Captain Comfort was in command 
of the first company of American sol- 
diers to enter intq actual flghtlng 
with the Germans. In this battle the 
first American casualties resulted, al- 
though Captain Comfort was unhurt. 
He was killed in action near Soissons, 
France, July 18, 1918. After his 
death the Distinguished Service Cross 
was awarded hira. Although severely 
injured In the battle he led his com- 
pany forward to the objective and 
maintained It until mortally wound- 
ed. 

The Pearce-Kellar legion post of 
Manhattan had charge of the funer- 
al.

"An educated farmer has a better 
general education than any other 
specialist." said Oliver Wilson, past 
master of the national Grange in 
speaking on the subject "Rural Co- 
operation" in assembly Thursday, 
July 14. Mr. Wilson's address was 
chiefly concerned with the present 
conditions on the farm and the rem- 
edy for them. 

"The deplorable condltious found 
on modern American farms are not 
nearly as glaring as people common- 
ly suppose," said Mr. Wilson, "but 
deplorable conditions exist neverthe- 
less and the remedy lies in the hands 
of the farmer himself." 

Mr. Wilson pointed out the effect 
that the agrlcutturnl colleges have 
bad upon the farm and he expressed 
the iu'ltef that Judging from the In- 
terest that farmers are taking in the 
agricultural colleges many of the bad 
points about the farm will be rem- 
fdlod. 

"The question now asked," said 
Mr. Wilson, "is not so much what 
can you do, but are you honest, when 
a])plicatlon for a ponition Is made. 
While the old adagp that 'honesty Is 
the best policy', is all right In its 
way, I think that the more up to 
date and strictly modern expression 
would be 'honesty pays.' "

Tluit 1,442,000 people In the state 
of Kantias were reached by the ex- 
tension division of the college in the 
lahit two years was the statement 
made by Dean Harry Uraberger of the 
division of extension at assembly 
Tue.sday. July 26. 

Dean Umberger's address was the 
last of a series of addresses given by 
the deans of the different divisions 
to tlie aunimer school students. The 
speeches have been based on the work 
carried on in each division of the col- 
lege. 

In delining the work of the exten- 
sion division , Dean Umberger said 
that its work comprises all activities 
conducted by the college, both aca- 
demic and scientific, which reach the 
problems of the people where the 
problems exist. 

"Extension work began very short- 
ly after the establishment of agri- 
cultural colleges," said Dean Umher- 
Ker. "and the first rural Institute 
meeting ever held was held in Man- 
; hattaji, November 14, 1S68. From 
! that time on, farmers' Institutes con- 
[ tinued to develop and to be the main 
activity of the college In reaching 
the farmers. In 1904 the local agent 
idea was developed first in the south. 
The fight against the cotton boll wee- 
vil brought the agent work into 
prominence and as the work was suc- 
cessful there the county agent Idea 
was adopted in the north in 1919. 

"Extension work did not receive 
separate financial support until in the 
early nineties. It was not until 1S99 
that Kansas appropriated funds for 
this work. The amount appropriated 
at this time was $2,000. The appro- 
priation was continued until 1909-10 
when the appropriation amounted to 
$25,000. In 1912 a large commer- 
cial concern made an appropriation 
for placing farm advisers in northern 
states and in 1914 the important 
Smith-Lever appropriation was made. 
It provided 1480,000 to he dis- 
tributed among the states for the 
first year, $600,000 for the year 1915.

Continued economy of farm stor- 
age in handling Kansas wheat Is In- 
dicated by a number of factors gath- 
ered for a study of the subject by the 
department of agricultural economics 
of K. S. A. C. 

Some of these factors are limited 
elevator storage space, a likely lim- 
ited grain car movement, and the dis- 
tance of 50 to 60 per cent of the 
Kansas wheat area from local rail- 
road stations. 

More than half of the wheat area 
*of the state Is farther than three and 
three-fourths miles from a local ele- 
vator station and therefore outside 
of a radius where the bulk of wheat 
marketing can be economically done 
directly from the machine with ordin- 
ary equipment. This distance is an 
average of all estimates made by 
farmers contributing data for the 
study. 

Farm storage space for wheat in 
Kansas is fairly adequate for a crop 
up to nearly 50 per cent above aver- 
age. In a survey of 29 counties it 
was found that only 5 per cent of the 
farmers had no storage space, while 
20 per cent reported some shortage 
of space in 1920. 

Handling grain, rather than ware- 
housing It, is suggested as tho eco- 
nomic function of the elevator, con- 
sidering the ample terminal storage 
facilities of the country. 

From the standpoint of storage 
alone, 60 to SO per cent of the wheat 
crop can be handled most economic- 
ally the first one-fourth to one-haU 
of the crop year by passing through 
adequate farm storage facilities, ac- 
cording to one of the conclusIoliR 
reached in the study. 

Financing the commodity on the 
f:irm is the most sorious problem in 
connection with farm storage. Of 
6H5 farmers finally reporting on tin? 
question 57 per cent reported having 
to borrow money In order to hold 
their wheat. The average loan for 
wheat storage purposes only was 
$1,170 for each farmer.

After leaving the 
university Miss Carp became man- 
ager of floors at the Ontra cafeteria 
in Chicago and later director of dor- 
mitories at DePauw university.

Were Plowed 

About 250 farmers from Riley 
county attended the tractor demon- 
stration at the college agronomy 
farm July 21. Farmers came from 
all parts of the county to get an idea 
of tractor work. Tractors used in the 
demonstration were the Samson, 
Case, Hart-Parr, Rumely, Interna- 
tional, and Fordson. 

Approximately 35 acres were 
plowed in the course of the demon- 
strations. The ground plowed was 
mostly covered with oat and wheat 
stubble. Ground that Is to be seeded 
to alfalfa was plowed four and flve 
inches deep, while the ground that 
is to be seeded to wheat was plowed 
about seven inches deep. Good re- 
sults were obtained by all the trac- 
tors used. 



Vetorinariiins Have Done Much Con- 

Ptructive Work — Blackleg Scrum 

Was Discovered at K. S. A. C. 

"The gulf between the veterinar- 
ian and the horse doctor is very 
wide," Bald R. R. Dykstra, dean ol 
the division of veterinary medicine 
at assembly Wednesday, July 20. 
"but it was through the work of the 
horse doctor of yesterday that the 
veterinarian of today ocupies |the 
place he does. • 

"A few years back anyone with 
12 months study, was eligible to re- 
ceive a degree as a doctor of veter- 
inary medicine. Now the standard 
set for a doctor's degree is much 
higher. In order to enrol in the 
veterinary course at K, S. A. C. the 
matriculate must be a high school 
graduate and after enroling he must 
complete four years of collegiate 
work in veterinary science In order 
to get his degree." 

Doctor Dykstra spoke of the work 
of the present day veterinarians. 
Upon graduation the largest field 
open to the veterinarian is that of 
liecoming a practitioner, treating 
the diseases of domestic animals. 
Other fields which are open to him 
are those of government meat in- 
spector, work toward the eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis, enlistment in th> 
army, starting with the rank of sec- 
ond lieutenant, work as veterinary 
bacteriologist, and research work 
along the various lines of medicine 
and surgery. 

Some of the constructive work that 
veterinarians have been responsible 
for are the discovery of the cattle 
fever tick, hog cholera serum, black- 
leg serum, and the anti-toxin for 
olive poisoning. The discovery that 
Texas fever was carried by the cat- 
tle tick not only enabled almost thf 
entire stamping out of the disease 
but also helped in the discovery tbnt 
yellow fever and malaria were car- 
ried by the mosquito. The blackleg 
serum, which annually saves thou- 
sands of dollars to livestock men in 
the Kaw valley was discovered at 
this institution. 

The future for the veterinary pro- 
fession is very bright as the profes- 
sion is not overcrowded. Doctor Dyk- 
stra believes.
